DECLARE CONFIDENCE 
IN MONROE DOCTRINE 


Representative | Huddleston 
Scores Admiral Latimer’s 
Course and Predicts War.

President Coolidge’s announced pol- 
icy in Nicaragua and his clearly indi- 
catéd readiness to protect American 
lives and property in Mexico, if neces- 
sary, have now passed beyond the stage 
of explaining the whys and wherefores 
for this government’s decision. Choice 
of proper methods, it was made clear 
at the White House on Friday, is less 
imperative than definite assurance that 
the required protection to Americans 
will be at hand. Consequently, the 
forces employed by the Coolidge admin- 
istration to assure such profection are 
in charge of Rear Admiral Latimer, 
commanding the American warships, 
bluejackets and marines in Nicaraguan 
waters, and a period of action rather 
than words has arrived. 

While awaiting developments and 
maintaining the hope that the pres- 
ence of these forces in Nicaragua will 
bring a speedy end to the crisis, there 
is little that either President Coolidge 
or Secretary of State Kellogg can say, 
it is explained. 


Scene Shifts to Capitol. 


Criticism has been and is expected— 
there néver has been a firm interna- 
tional policy pursued without involving 
criticiams—and the spotlight of pub- 
licity shifted yesterday to the Capiitol, 
where Senators Wheeler and Heflin in 
the Senate and Representative Hud- 
dieston, Alabama, Democrat, in the 
House volunteered to assume the role 
of critics. 

Senator Heflin prefaced a speech on 
the soldier’s bonus by saying the Cool- 
idge administration was trying to get 
the nation into war. The administra- 
tion cannot “slip over a war” on the 
American people in favor of the “oil 
barons,” he said. Later Senator Wheeler 
continued his attack on the adminis- 
tration’s Nicaraguan policy, declaring 
that the United States was acting the 
role of bully and should never have 
recognized Diaz itn the first place. 

Senator Bingham asked Mr. Wheeler 
if he believed the Monroe Doctrine 
should be thrown into -the discard 
which brought from Senator Borah a 
remark that he did not believe the 
Monroe Doctrine had anything to do 
with the situation. This brought the 
assertion from Senator Bingham that 
he had previously been opposed to the 
Monroe Doctrine as a wise modern 
American policy, but that he had now 
changed his mind. 


Senator Edge Defends Policy. 


The nature of the Central American 
peace treaties, the importance of main- 
taining peace and keeping out inter- 
ference by foreign powers make it im- 
perative, Senator Bingham said, that 
the United States see to it that condi- 
tions are not created on the American 
continent which would make foreign 
intervention necessary and require 
foreign countries to send their armies 
here. 

Senator Curtis, Republican leader, 
suggested that senators withhold their 
opinions until Secretary of State Kel- 
logg had been heard by the Senate 
foreign relations committee and Sena- 
tor Edge defended the administration's 
policy of protecting American lives and 
property and asked the administration's 
crittcs whether they would prefer a 
policy different from this to be pur- 
sued. 

While debate in the Senate was going 
on, Representative Huddleston was de- 
livering a flery speech in the House. 


Criticizes Admiral Latimer, 
“Mr. chairman and gentlemen, are 


we going to have war with Mexico?” 
Mr. Huddleston began. “That is just 
now the most important question be- 
fore the American people. If Congress 
does not want war, then it is time that 
Congress have something to say on the 
subject. 

“Admiral Latimer, in the exercise of 
this limitless authority that has been 
conferred upon him,” Mr. Huddleston 
said later, “has taken possession of a 
part of the territory of a foreign 
country. He has excluded therefrom 
the only men who really represent the 
people of that country, the only lawful 
agent of that country. He has excluded 
and disarmed the forces that represent 
the only lawful and constitutional 
authority in Nicaragua. He is enforc- 
ing a censorship. 

“What will he do tomorrow? 

“Tomorrow he may stop a Mexican 
ship loaded with arms for the revolu- 
tionaries, or rather the lawful troops, 
the liberals. He may sink it. 

“Tomorrow Admiral Latimer may 
commit an act of war against Mexico— 
and I believe that he will—and then 
what? 

“If we do have a war I want to

Mexico Bans Oil Drilling 
Within 31 Miles of U. S. 


The Mexican government has 
created a national petroleum re- 
serve in a strip of territory 50 kilo- 
meters (31 miles) wide extending 
from coast to coast, south of the 
American border, according to the 
“Diario Official,” official gazette of 
the Mexican government, received 
in Washington yesterday, and no oil 
may be drilled in any part of this 
territory. | 

The national petroleum reserve 
also includes parts of the three states 
of Vera Cruz, Tamaulipas and Nuevo 
Leon, which are the richest petrole- 
um areas and in which most of the 
American companies are operating. 
It was not known at the State De- 
partment whether the newly created 
reserve includes any American oil 
properties, but it is believed that 
several American companies are 
operating In the 50-kilometer strip 
which extends along the United 
States boundary. 

The “Diario Official” announces 
the decree creating the national pe- 
troleum reserve, which includes be- 
sides the above-mentioned areas, re- 
serves in the states of Chihuahua; 
Coahuila, Durango, San Luis Potosi, 
Jalisco, Guerrero, Pueblo, Tabasco, 
Chiapas and Oaxaca. All of these 
areas are reputed to be rich in oil. 

No developments regarding the 
conflict between the Mexican gov- 
ernment and the American petrole- 
um companies were reported at the 
Soren Department today.

REVOLUTION IS FORESEEN 


Mexico City, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Mexico would be willing to submit its 
new petroleum and alien land law dif- 
ferences with the United States to The 
Hague tribunal, although that would 
endanger Mexican sovereingty, if such 
admission to The Hague were the only 
way of avoiding a still greater menace 
to Mexico. 

President Calles made this declara- 
tion today to a group of visitors from 
the United States headed by Hubert C. 
Herring, who are studying the relations 
between Mexico and the United States. 
The Americans, who came here to 
get first-hand information on Mexican- 
American relations comprise writers, 
ministers of various religions, profes- 
sional and business men and social 
workers. 

The President asserted that witk- 
drawal by the United States of recog- 
nition of his government would cer- 
tainly cause an immediate revolution 
in Mexico and would be interpreted by 
the enemies of Mexican government as 
an encouragement of such revolution. 

Revolutionary efforts were under way 
at present, he pointed out, but his 
government was suppressing such ef- 
forts and punishing those responsible,

Also Seen as Capital 
for Speaker. 


SMITH’S ASPIRATIONS 
NOW MORE DEFINITE 


Governor’s Friends Said to 
Have Enlisted D. C. Roper 
as Manager for South.

The presidential aspirations of two 
men—Nicholas Longworth and Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith, of New York—were 
within the past few days brought out 
into the light where they may either 
flourish under the rays of beneficent 
public opinion or wither because of 
concentrated attacks. 

Politicians in Washington generally 
accepted the action of‘the Speaker in 
opposing President Coolidge on the 
question of national defense as the 
first and major step in his campaign, 
either in 1928, if the President steps 
out, or later. 

The candidacy of Gov. Smith need 
not be reached by implication. His 
Tammany colleagues spoke for him on 
Thursday and following that set 
machinery in motion which may well 
leave the governor free to devote his 
time to State business in the knowledge 
that his friends are looking after his 
interests. 

The Capital’s first conclusion when 
Speaker Longworth went down with 
other Republican leaders under the 
“stand by the President” waves which 
were created by Representative Theo- 
dore E. Burton, also of Ohio, during 
debate of the naval appropriation bill, 
was that the Longworth boom had been 
sunk simultaneously. 


Longworth Conserving Hat. 


Yesterday, however, there were dif- 
ferent conclusions and a more optimis- 
tic viewing of the situation from the 
standpoint of the Speaker’s chances. The 
major premise in which these political 
factors must be considered is that 
Longworth, neither through his own ac- 
tions nor the statements of any of 
his friends, has shown the slightest 
disposition of becoming a candidate 
for the Republican nomination against 
the President. There is every reason 
to believe that he will not cast his 
hat officially into the ring until Cal- 
vin Coolidge has stepped aside. 

Under such circumstances politicians 
in Washington say that the fight which 
Longworth made last week for increased 
naval appropriations will do him more 
good than harm and the fact that he 
broke with the President will have not 
the slightest bearing on the situation 
as it will then exist. 

In support of this contention con- 
gressional politicians say that Long- 
worth has been the first man in the 
Republican party to take the leader- 
ship in the growing revolt, both in 
Congress and in certain business cir- 
cles against economy, in season and 
out. 

Observers in Washington are well 
aware of the mutterings, grumblings 
and resentment that are working just 
beneath the surface against the Cool- 
idge economy program. Members of 
Congress feel that their political fields 
are not being sufficiently fertilized 
with Treasury appropriations, and there 
are many manufacturers and business 
men who think that a little more 
spending on the part of the government 
might be imitated by the nation gen- 
erally.

U.S. Now Has Only 10 Air 
Records, Showing Decline 
From Supremacy of 1923 
In That Year Nation Achieved Twice as Many Victories 
as Any Other—In 1924 54 Flying Titles Were 


Country’s Share—College Park Glory 
Seems Gone. 


By JOHN J. DALY. 

One by one they go—aviation rec- 
ords from America to other countries. 
Was a time, and not so long ago, when 
American aviation stood supreme— 
when planes and fliers from this coun- 
try came off glorious and victorious 
in all air fetes and feats. Not so now. 

Back in 1923, America held twice as 
many aviation records as any other 
country on earth. Up to December 31, 
1924, American aviators had established 
and held 52 international records. After 
that there was a readjustment in the 
method of computing records and un- 
der the new system America lost 19 first 
places. Since July of last year 7 more 
went to other countries in competi- 
tion, which brings the total down to 10. 

Ten world records held by Ameri- 
can aviators is nothing to get excited 
over, according to officals of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic association, or, it is 
everything to cause concern—for it 
shows that America is slipping in 
aeronautics, a field in which this coun- 
try once stood supreme. 

Until July 1 of last year, nations of 
the earth competed with each other in

aeronautics under a system of rules 
that permitted great leeway in the 
number and kind of events. An avi- 
ator might try for almost any distance, 
from 1 mile to 1,000,000, with inter- 
mediate distances duly recorded.

CALLED INEVITABLE 


Consuls of Powers Ask 
All Available Forces 
for Protection. 


WRITER SEES PERIL 
TO 4,000 AMERICANS 


Western Civilization’s Last 
Stand in China Pictured 
as Result of Riots. 


By THOMAS STEEP. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, Jan. 8—Shanghai is ex- 
pected to be the next scene of action in 
China’s civil war. It is believed that 
the Cantonese, flushed with success in 
capturing and retaining the British 
concessions at Hankow, are now pre- 
paring to sweep on to Shanghal, with 
the object of seizing the international 
settlement, driving out the foreigners 
by mob violence, looting the city. and 
gaining control of the customs of the 
richest port in China. 

Consuls of all nations at a conference 
today agreed to advise their respective 
governments to send to China all land- 
ing forces available in the Far East for 
the protection of their nationals. 

It seems inevitable that Shanghai is 
destined to be the center of a conflict, 
which may decide whether Western civ- 
ilization will retain its influence in 
China or will be obliterated. There is 
no longer doubt that the situation of 
the foreigners in China is the gravest 
since the Boxer uprising. 

United States Asked to Rush Troops. 

The recommendations of the foreign 
consuls to their governments, after 
sober realization of actual conditions 
were specific. The State Department 
in Washington was urged that every 
soldier now stationed at Manila should 
be sent to China forthwith. It was 
represented that it was imperative that 
the United States should prepare to 
assume its share of the responsibility 
in checking mob violence in China. 

The British consul general indicated 
that his government was prepared to 
send reinforcements from Hong Kong. 
It was explained that the Japanese al- 
ready, at Nagasaki and Shimonoseki, 
in southern Japan, had mobilized large 
expeditionary forces to proceed to 
Shanghai. 

The vanguard of reinforcements ar- 
rived today. The American destroyers 
MacCormick, Parrot, Simpson, Bulmer, 
and MacLeish arrived from Manila and 
anchored at the mouth of the Yangtze 
river. Simultaneously it was announced 
from Washington that Admiral Clar- 
ence Williams, commander of the 
Asiatic fleet, would proceed here from 
Manila and the forces he would order 
to China were left to his discretion. 


Three British Warships Arrive. 


The British cruisers Vindictive and 
Carlisle and the destroyer Wishart also 
arrived from Hongkong and took posi- 
t.ons in the lower Yangtze.

El Paso, Tex., Jan. & (By A. Pi).—Al- 
bert B. Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, who has been ill at his home 
here since Christmas with pneumonia, 
was reported “very weak” tonight. 

H. G. Clunn, personal secretary to 
Mr. Fall, in making the announcement, 
said that although the patient was 
resting comfortably, there had been no 
improvement in his condition since 
yesterday when it was found necessary 
to administer stimulants to increase 
blood pressure. 

Mr. Fall, despite his 65 years, has 


made a good fight against his illness 
and was believed to be fully on the 
road to recovery until the relapse yes- 
terday. 


Girls Pray in Relays 
For Wreck Victims 


Superior, Wis., Jan. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Sorrowed by the six fatalities of the 
trolley car-train collision Thursday 
night which brought tragedy into many 
homes, Billings Park, Superior suburb, 
turned today to prayer, hoping that 
Providence would save the lives of three 
women whom physicians believe will 
die from their injuries. 

In hourly relays two girls knelt in 
prayer before the Blessed Sacrament in 
the St. Patrick’s Catholic church in 
Billings Park asking Divine intercession. 
The vigil will be continued throughout 
the night and Sunday.

$600,000 Is Appropriated for 
Farmer Market Site; 
Guardian Bills Up. 


The House yesterday passed eight 
District bills, three of them already 
passed by the Senate. The bills passed 
by both houses authorized the erec- 
tion of a new nurses’ home at Colum- 
bia hospital, the cost not to exceed 
$400,000; providing for the opening of 
a new street between Georgia avenue 
and Ninth street in the vicinity of the 
American League ball park, and &A 
measure clearing title to certain prop- 
‘erty at Howard university in order that 
an athletic stadium may be erected. 
These two latter measures now will go 
to the President for signatures, while 
the nurses’ home bill will go to con- 
ference. 

In addition a bill authorizing an ap- 
propriation of $600,000 for acquisition 
of a new farmers’ market site and four 
megsures relating to guardianship prac- 
tices in the District were passed. They. 
will go to the Senate. 

Representative Cramton, of Michigan, 
gave it as his opinion in the accom- 
panying debate that Congress never wil! 
return to the 60—40 ratio of fiscal re- 
lationship. The newspaper should be 
fair and tell the local people there is 
no prospect of Congress going to this 
ratio, he declared, .instead of holding 
out the hope that it may. 


No Formidable Opposition. 


No formidable opposition was given 
to any of the measures, although the 
small body of men who interest them-~ 
selves in District legislation had a hard 
time getting the guardianship bills in 
shape. All were introduced by Repre- 
sentative Gibson, of Vermont, as an 
outgrowth of the charges against former 
Commissioner Fenning. The former 
commissioner’s, name, was mentione 
frequently in the debate, and Represe ° 
tative Schaefer, of Wisconsin, made 
quite a bitter attack on him. 

The guardianship bills as finally 
whipped into shape provide that no 
committee or guardian may be allowed 
more than 5 per cent of the collections 
of his ward and that he is not to be 
allowed this until they are disbursed, 
the effect of which was taken to mean 
that his fee will be contingent upon 
disbursements alone and limited to 5 
per cent. Should no disbursements be 
made the guardian or committee would 
not receive any fee, it was pointed out, 
until the ward's death, when the entire 
estate would be “disbursed.” 

Two bills limit the number of wards 
to five which a guardian or committee 
may have. Trust companies are ex- 
cepted from the provisions of the bill 
relating to guardians and they may 
handle the estates of as many minors 
as they want. But these companies 
are not excepted from the provisions 
of the bill relating to committees who 
handle the estates of insane persons. 

Would Except Institutions. 

Representative Gilbert, of Kentucky, 
sought to have the fiduciary institu- 
tions excepted in both bills, declaring 
that they are established and prepared 
to handle the estates with a minimum 
of costs. Representatives Blanton, of 
Texas, and Rankin, of Mississippi, how- 
ever, insisted that in the case of the 
insane and guardian or committee must 
be prepared to give individual atten- 
tion to the ward. In the confusion 
which attended the consideration of the 
four guardianship bills, Representative 
Chindblom, of Illinois, warned that 
after the members had done so much 
good in finding the local evils, they 
were about to offset it all by enacting 
hastily prepared legislation. | 

Representative La Guardia, of New 
York, sought to make the fee scale for 
guardians 5 per cent on the first $1,000 
handled; 24% per cent on the next 
$2,000, and 1 per cent on the remainder. 
This was the scale prevailing in New 
York State, he said. He was voted down. 

The decision of Chairman Zihlman, 
of the House District committee, to call 
‘up the nurses’ home bill and that pro- 
viding for the new street in the vi- 
cinity of the ball park was a surprise, 
as neither had been listed. It was de- 
veloped, however, that they were not 
controversial. The nurses’ home meas- 
ure was submitted on the list for the 
measure to refund $25,000 to the hos- 
pital which Representative Cramton op- 


poses. 
Home Fund Is Increased. 


The bill providing for the new nurses’ 
home originally authorized an’ appro- 
priation of but $300,000, but the 
amount was raised to $400,000 on the 
floor. :

Ban on Petty Cases. 


Traffic arrests would have- swelled 
both totals and percentage of increase 
considerably more if Maj. Hesse and the 
commissioners, in May, had not put a 
stop to the wholesale arrest of motor- 
ists on petty charges. At that time, 
on the basis of statistics for the first 
four months of the year, it was predict- 
ed that 1926 would see a total of near- 
ly 160,000 arrests, equal to neraly one- 
third of the population. 

Arrests for violations of the Volstead 
act were 5,305. Their number has reé- 
mained fairly constant annually since 
1923. But seizures of whisky leaped 
from 14,456 to 26,421 gallons from 1925 
to last year, and mash from 21,916 to 
50,515 gallons in the same period. 

Maj. Hesse said the evidence did not 
seem to warrant the assumption that 
there was greater production of moon- 
shine to account for these figures, but 
that police activities had been greater. 
There were 13,904 arrests under the 
Sheppard law for intoxication and 
drinking in public. 

The only crimes for which there 
were figures showing the relation be- 
tween complaints and arrests were mur- 
der, manslaughter, robberies and as- 
saults with deadly weapons. 


Two Unsolved Murders. 


There were 38 murders. committed 
and 36 arrests made, leaving two un- 
solved cases, one of which was the 
Scrivener case, marked down as a mur- 
der, despite the efforts of the detective 
bureau to have it called a_ suicide. 
There were 27 cases of manslaughter, in 
which 32 arrests occurred. Ali but four 
of these were results of fatal traffic ac- 
cidents in which motorists were held to 
the grand jury by coroners’ juries, but 
most of the cases resulting in no in- 
dictments. ‘ 

Complaints of robberies numbered 
252, with 253 arrests, and assaults with 
deadly weapons totaled 375, with 366 
arrests. During the year 86 persons 
committed suicide and 197 others at- 
tempted to do so. 

The list disclosed a pecullar thing 
about traffic accidents. The total num- 
ber of accidents decreased from 9,331 in 
1925 to 7,116 in 1926, but all of this 
decrease was in accidents involving 
none but property damage; that is, 
minor accidents, while casualties in- 
volving personal injury or death in- 
creased from 3,180 to 3,263.

‘Even Americans Must Have 
Identity Cards and Go to 
British Police. 


MYSTERY WOMEN MIX 
._ WITH SECRET AGENTS 


‘Arrests in France, Germany 


and in Mediterranean 
Lands Stir Powers. 


London, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—Europe 


‘is being stirred by its first interna- 


tional scare since the world war. 
Secret agents, mystery women, melo- 
dramatic plots and counterplots—all 
the adventurous secret service stories 
of pre-war days, when every European 
country was supposed to be spied upon 
and plotted against by every other 
country—are being revived by sensa- 
tional “revelations” in a half dozen 
countries. 
Scotland Yard has redoubled its 
watch for spies at the Channel ports. 
Sir Wyndham Childs, one of Scotland 
Yard’s chiefs, knows almost the hourly 
movements of every suspected foreigner 
in Great Britain. Even American resi- 
dents, who generally are considered 
harmless, must have identity cards and 
must report their movements in Great 
Britain to the police. 
The spy plot excitement began pop- 
ping in earnest with the arrest in Paris 
recently of a former officer in the 
British army, Graham Vivian Stranders, 
whose wife is German. He is awaiting 
trial as a German spy. Then a woman 
known as the “Eye of Moscow,” re- 
cently was imprisoned in France. In 
Essen a long-trusted German em- 
ploye of the famous Krupp works 
was arrested and charged with espion- 
age in behalf of France. He was re- 
ported to have committed suicide after 
his arrest. 


Czechoslovakia furnished the most 
sensational spy drama of all in the re- 
tirement of Rudolph Gaida, young hero 
of the Czech legions in Siberia, from 
high army rank after a scandal in- 
volving wine, women and military se- 
crets. Gaida is alleged to have been 
mixed up in the meshes of the Soviet 
secret service which is the bogie of all 
the European governments. 

Great Britain is ever watchful 
against Soviet spies. Even a party of 
innocent appearing Russian teachers 
desirous of attending an educational 
convention in England, have been re- 
fused admission to the country. 

In the Mediterranean countries, the 
rule of Mussolini, De Rivera and Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha have resulted in 
numerous plots and  counter-plots. 
They are mostly domestic affairs, but 
the secret service nets often catch for- 
eigners involved in them. 

At the root of Europe’s revived spy 
system is the fact that although the 
League of Nations eliminates the old 
European menace of secret treaties, it 
does not touch the secret services. Con- 
sequently the governments 
spending large sums of money watch- 
ing each other. 

So far as known, Great Britain and 
the United Stuces are the only coun- 
tries having a gentleman's agreement 
to put their cards on the table and 
boldly ask each other for any informa- 
tion desired, military or otherwise. If 
the information wanted is so secret 
that the other country can not dis- 
close it, the gentlemen’s agreement is 
that there will be no spying, snooping 
or plotting to get it.

CONTINUES SERIOUS 


Attack Upon Fort Van Der ts 
Planned; Siloengkang Re- 
ports 100 Killed. 


Batavia, Java, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Revolutionary activities in Sumatra, 
which already have caused the deaths 
of more than 100 rioters and the ar- 
rest of hundreds more, are still con- 
tinuing in the district around Padang. 

Advices received from Fort Van der 
Capellen say the situation is. critical 
in various ‘places in Sumatra, largest 
island of the Dutch East Indies. Rebel 
leaders, the advices state, tried to in- 
cite the population to attack the fort, 
one of the most important inland cen- 
ters. 

Military authorities in the Siloeng- 
kang district reported that 100 rebels 
were killed and 550 arrested during the 
rioting there. 


Hangman for Czar 
Dies in Soviet Prison 


Moscow, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—Ignace 
Ghabin, hangman for the late Czar 


Nicholas, who, the bolsheviki charged, 
officiated at 645 hangings, is dead in 
the gloomy Buterka prison, Moscow. 
He was sentenced to death last year 
for responsibility for the death of many 
“innocent political prisoners” in the 
1905 revolution, but the sentence was 
commuted to ten years solitary confine- 
ment. 

Ghabin's salary as hangman for the 
czar was $2,600 annually, with a bonus 
of $50 for each victim. At executions 
he always wore formal dress clothes, 
with white gloves and black mask.

New York, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—Fatilure 
to sérve complaint within the required 
time brought the dismissal here today 
of the $150,000 damage suit brought 
against Mrs. Frances Heenan (Peaches) 
Browning by Mrs. Marion Dockerill.

Frenchmen Made Discovery, 
Leon Sazie, Paris Writer 
Maintains. 


CIRCLED GLOBE, IS VIEW 


Paris, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—Codfish 
and not the riches of India was the 
inspiration that led to the discovery 
of America, and it wasn't Christopher 
Columbus, but a Frenchman who made 
the discovery, anyway, says the well- 
known French writer, Leon Sazie. 

The desire of the people along the 
Basque coast, Sazie says in an article 


published here, to eat codfish, not 
only on Fridays but on most of the 
other days of the week, led to the 
American discovery. 

Any one at all conversant with his- 
tory, he says, knows that the people of 

Spain and the French Basques got into 
the habit of eating codfish long before 
1492, and the place where the fisher- 
men went to fetch their favorite food 
was off the Newfoundland banks. 

“The wealth of India myth as a de- 
termining factor in the discovery of 
America is exploded,” the writer says. 

In fact, he continues, it was these 
Basque fishermen who first took Co- 
lumbus across the ocean, having 
crossed it themselves long before. 

The next startling theory advanced 
by M. Saize is how the Navajo Indians 
got their mame. There were a lot of 
people, the theory runs, from Navarre 
and Gascony on the Newfoundland 
fishing trips, and what could be more 
natural than that the Navajo Indians 
got their names from the Frenchmen 
who hobnobbed with the North Amer- 
ican Indians long before Columbus was 
born. 

Hardy Basque fishermen, in fact, 
Sazie says, knew their way around the 
world long before Magellan made his 
famous voyage of circumnavigation. 
As proof he cites various names borne 
by members of the Japanese aristoc- 
racy, which, he says, are Basque in 
origin, with the added assertion ‘that 
there are many Basque and Gascon 
words and modes of expression in the 
Japanese language.

can record is held by Lieuts. Kelly and 
Macready—36 hours 4 minutes 34 sec- 
onds. 

There are two methods of establish- 
ing distance records—one is to fly an 
airplane around pylons, or markers, sit- 
uated on a field of aviation; the other 
is to set out for some distant point in 
a straight air line and, as they used 
to say in the Britis. army, “carry on.” 
Within the past four months, several 
attempts were made to make new air- 
line distance records. French aviators, 
in almost: every instance, established 
new records, starting from Paris and 
landing somewhere on the Persian gulf 
coast. 

The world’s air-line distance record, 


which now stands as the official mark 
recognized by the Federation Aeronau- 
tique Internationale is that made Sep- 
tember 17, 1926, by Lieut. Challe and 
Capt. Weiser, Frenchmen. These two, 
flying a Farman airplane of 500 horse- 
power flew from Paris to Bender-Abbas, 
in Persia, a distance of 3,215 miles. 

Where Col. 
Harry Arnold, Paul Beck, and other 
College Park aviators were content in 
the old days to get as high in the air 
as a mile or two, the new record for 
altitude, established August 23, 1826, 
took the boys up some 40,820 feet— 
more than eight miles in the air. This 
record was made by the French avia- 
tor, Callizo, flying a Bleriot-Spad bi- 
plane, at Buc, France. Just about this 
time last year—January 29, 1926—Lieut. 
J. A. Macready, at McCook field, Day- 
ton, O., took his supercharged plane up 
to a height of 38,704 feet, thus estab- 
lishing the American record for altitude. 

When it comes to speed, the French 
fliers again excel in aerial attainments. 
The maximum speed record for the 
world is held by Warrant Officer Ben- 
nett, who in December, 1924, pushed a 
Ferbois monoplane through the air at 
slightly more than 278 miles an hour. 
The maximum speed record for Amer- 
ica is held.by Lieut. A. J. Willitms, of 
the United States navy. In a Curtiss 
racer at Mitcnel field, Mineola, N. Y., 
November 4, 1923, Williams attained a 
speed of 266), miles an hour. 


Italian Makes Records. 


These are the outstanding records 
that ordinary aviators from all coun- 
tries of the world must shoot at from 
now on. At the last Schneider cup 
race, held in Hampton Roads, in No- 
vember of last year, two new seaplane 
records were made by the Italian, Maj. 
Mario de Bernardi. In establishing a 
new speed record for 100 kilometers, 
the major flew his machine, a Macchi 
racer, at the rate of 399 kilometers per 
hour; or 248 miles per hour. 

Four days later, going out for the 
maximum speed record, Maj. de Ber- 
nardi flew the same machine at the 
rate of 258 miles per hour. Under a 
technicality, these records are attrib- 
uted to America since regulations of 
the Federation Aeronautique Interna- 
tionale credit such feats to the coun- 
‘try wherein flights originate, and not 
to the nationality of the man driving 
the machine. 

In the true sense, of course, these 
records were established by an Italian, 
flying over American water. Inciden- 
tally, the records made by 
nardi have just been approved by offi- 
clals of the Federation Aeronautique 
Internationale. By setting these two 
records, the Italian took away another 
honor from the United States, for the

~Ur. &. Uc Morest Chandler, VU. S. A., 
retired, one of the old-time army avia- 
‘tors, regrets the passing of American 
Supremacy in the air. He had charge 
| of the first great army aviation school— 
; Out at College Park, Md‘, in 1911-12. 

; Since the first flights of the Wright 

brothers at Kitty Hawk, N. C., Wash- 
ington has been closely associated with 
aviation. Wilbur and Orville, in days 
of their early experiments and strug- 
gles, brought their planes to Fort Myer. 
Samuel Pierpont Langley, .called by 
some the father of aviation, brought 
out the first heavier-than-air modcl 
plane and set it in flight over the Po- 
tomac. Tradition takes this city back 
in aviation, as far back as modernity 
can go in a branch of scientific de- 
velopment new as a baby and old as 
the eternal hills; for man has flown, 
or wanted to fly, from time immemorial; 
yet man has been flying less than a 
quarter of a century. 


50 Men Flew in 1911. 


When the first army aviation school 
was established at College Park, Mad., 
just on the outskirts of the city, there 
had never been an airplane capable of 


ascending more than 2,000 feet. The 
school was set up and put in operation 
in the early part of 1911. 

In all the United States, at that time, 
there were not 50 men who knew how 
to fly airplanes. Incidentally, the ma- 
chines then were called aeroplanes. 

Of the 50 licensed pilots in the Unit- 
ed States, the majority were civilians, 
with such men as Ralph Johnston, Arch 
Hoxie, Harry Atwood, Charlie Hamilton, 
the Wright brothers, and Glenn Curtiss 
leaders in the new art. 

Where there were 50 experienced 
fliers 20 years ago there now are more 
than 5,000 experienced aviators. Many 
of these men received their training 
during the world war when the cry 
was for pilots. Some of them have re- 
tired to private life but still stand 
ready to put on flying togs should the 
government call. 

Development of airplanes came fast. 
Records were made at College Park 
every day or so. From the 2,000-foot 
mark the old filers took Wright and 
Curtiss planes to heights of one mile 
and more—until they were able to go 
out of sight even on clear days. In 
those days that was marvelous. 

Present day records in aviation make 
those original.efforts seem puny. Yet 
the men who took up their planes 
5,000 and 6,000 feet were not so well 
equipped with working material as are 
their brothers of today. 


Old Planes Flimsy. 


The old planes were flimsy things at 
best. The pilots sat out on seats, pro- 
jected places that reminded an ob- 
server of front porch rockers more than 
anything else. Nowadays, the pilot is 
pretty well protected back of the cock- 
pit; closed in on all sides from wind 
and rain and hail and snow—or what- 
ever it is he may encounter in the 
ethereal regions.

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CONTEST IN SENATE 
POR EAT OF VARE 


Robison Takes Reins, Intro- 
ducing Petition Alleging 
Grounds for Inquiry. 


INVESTIGATION ALSO 
ASKED FOR PRIMARY 


Adoption of Resolution Held 
Sure; Reed Declares State 
Will Welcome Quest. 


Democratic leaders have decided not 
to let the case which they intend to 
make against William S. Vare, of Penn-| 
sylvania, lie dormant during the time 
that must intervene between now and 
the meeting of the Seventieth Congress. 

Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
Kansas, minority leader, yesterday 
launched a contest against the election 
of Vare by William B. Wilson, defeated 
candidate for the Senate, which will 
provide a rival and simultaneous po- 
litical attraction to that which will be 
offered when Frank L. Smith, of Illinois, 
a himself at the bar of the Sen- 
ate. 


The action taken in the Senate yes- 
terday merely was the presentation of 
& petition setting forth the grounds 
for the contest. Senator Robinson an- 
nounced that within the next few days 
he will follow with ‘a résajution pro- 
viding for a senatorial investigation of 
charges of fraud in the primary and 
election set forth by Wilson. 

That the resolution will be adopted 
appears to be assured. Senator Reed, 
on the floor yesterday, said he, Vare, 
and the State of Pennsylvania would 
welcome full investigation and judicial 
determination of the matter. 


Aim to Strengthen Case. 


The Democrats in the petition filed 
on behalf of Wilson, very’evidently are 
aiming to strengthen the. case they 
can make against Vare in the event 
that the contest for the seat collapses. 
The first point in the petition was the 
statement that “since the primary is an 
essential part of the\plection in Penn- 
sylvania,” the Senaté should inquire 
into the expenditure of $71,000 by Vare 
in his own behaif in the primary, as 
being in violation of the Federal cor- 
rupt practice act which set a limit of 
$25,000 on election expenses. 

Democratic leaders hope by the ac- 
ceptance of this contention to be able 
to hold Vare more firmly accountable 
for his acts during the primary if he 
should come before the Senate. 

Democratic action at this time was 
inspired by the fact that in two State 
senatorial districts the ballots in the 
general election may be destroyed after 
January 18. Under the Pennsylvania 
law ballots in Philadelphia must be re- 
tained for two years, and in other parts 
of the State for one year, except. in 
those cases where a special election is 
‘eld meanwhile. Two such instances 
occur this month and the resolution will 
be offered prior to January 18, so that 
the ballots and books of the election 
may be impounded by the Senate. 

Although Senator Robinson did not 
say to what committee he would seek 
to have his resoiution sent, Senator 
Reed, of Pennsylvania, served notice 
that his fight would be to have the 
question referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections for considera- 
tion. 


No More Evidence Noted. 


There was nothing in the petition 
to indicate what evidence, other than 
that developed in the newspapers, the 
Democrats had at their command. The 
petition recited the existence of ‘‘zero” 
wards in Philadelphia and almost neg- 
ligible votes for Wilson in other sec- 
tions. The petition also alleged that 
the greatest fraud was suspected in the 
counties which Wilson did not carry. 

The charge that dead men and 
women, persons ill in hospitals and 
minors had been registered and voted 
was repeated in the document placed 
before the Senate. 

Democratic leaders some time ago 
had agreed to abandon any thought of 
a contest due to lack of sufficient evi- 
dence to reduce the Vare majority of 
more than 100,000. There was nothing 
in the petition or the statements of 
minority leaders yesterday to indicate 
whether subsequent investigation had 
strengthened the case vhich they will 
present.

NO CRISIS PREDICTED

Huge Surplus Now on Hand, 
Kendall Says in Opposing 
Parker Bill.

But such suspension can 
not produce an emergency, because 
nonunion miners, who never go out on

Another national defense fight looms 
in the House when the army appro- 
priation bill,is reported thére this week, 
according to information here yester- 
day. A canvass of the military af- 


| fairs committee revealed that all but}, 


one, Representative Speaks, intend to 
oppose the reductions for tile various 
branches of the army made by the 
budget bureau. 

What is regarded as the first shot 
in the battle was a bill introduced yes- 
terday by Representative W. rank 
James (Republican), Michigan, chair- 
man of the military affairs committee, 
providing that the ration for enlisted 
men-in the army be the same 32s 
that for the navy. The ration for 
the enlisted men in the navy is fixed 
at 52 cents. 

“The army ration,” said Mr. James, 
‘is fixed at 36.12 cents. It is the low- 
est ration for any person that the gov- 
ernment feeds. Even prisoners in Fed- 
eral penitentiaries get more. But even 
this low amount has been cut by the 
budget bureau. so that for the next 
fiscal year enlisted men would only 
receive a ration of 35.74.” 

Hearings on this bill will be held, be- 
ginning tomorrow, when Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, chief of staff, 
will testify. Another meeting of the 
committee will be held Tuesday to de- 
termine what action the committee 
will take on the army appropriation 
bill. 

Testimony by Gen. Fox Connor and 
Secretary of War Davis before this com- 
mittee has revealed that the budget 
bureau, in its efforts at economy, have 
reduced the number of enlisted men to 
115,000, or 4,998 below the theoretical 
strength. This reduction, it is esti- 
mated, would effect a saving of $2,640,- 
000, or approximately 1 per cent of the 
total amount involved in the army ap- 
propriation bill. : 

The budget bureau has also cut out 
20 attack planes at a cost of $495,000 
and has made a cut of $400,000 for the 
fiying reserve, so that reserve aviators, 
instead of being able to fly six hours a 
month, can now only fly three. It is 
believed that these items will also be 
attacked, although the question of ra- 
tions will probably come first. Al- 
though members of the military affairs 
committee do not expect as much sup- 
port as the “big navy’ men received, 
they nevertheless are confident that 
they can produce some little known 
facts on the present paring of military 
expenditures.

Survey Shows 1,500 Banks 
Have Lent $1,000,000, 
Director Declares.

McKellar Precipitates Debate 
in Capital—Glass Defends 
Financial Houses. 


The Senate yesterday warmed up to 


the predicament of world war veterans 
seeking to borrow money on their ad- 
justed service certificates, while Director 
Prank T. Hines, of the veterans’ bu- 
reau, indicated that it was easing 
throughout the country. 

A preliminary survey, he said, that 
for the first seven days approximately 
1,500 banks had lent’ approximately 
$1,000,000 on the certificates. In Wash- 
ington, he said, 42 financial institutions 
had made approximately 1,500 loans, 
aggregating more than $100,000. The 
Riggs National Bank made 300 loans 
and the American Security & Trust 
Co. handled 90. 

“Because of the shortness of time 
intervening since January 3, the first 
business day of the new year,” Director 
Hines said, ‘‘most of the reports came 
from the section east of the Mississippi 
river. It is expected that when reports 
have had sufficient time to reach Wash- 
ington, it will be found a greater num- 
ber of banks have made loans.” 

Debate was precipitated in the Sen- 
ate when Senator McKellar, of Tenn- 
essee, related that a clothing firm in 
his State had inquired of him whether 
they could accept the _ certificates, 
pointing out that the weterans were 
having a hkard time obtaining money 
from the banks. He had to tell the 
firm, of course, he said, that it could 
not accept the certificates but he de- 
Clared something should be done. 


Glass Defends Banks. 


Senator Glass, of Virginia, warmly 
defended the banks, asserting they 
could not be made to take a responsi- 
bility that rightfully belongs to Con- 
gress. Congress was told just what 
would happen wken it handed the vete- 
rans the “gold brick,” he declared. 

The certificates are not liquid paper, 
Senator Glass pointed out, and a bank 
could not handle them profitably. 

Senator Caraway, of Arkansas, said 
an appropriation should be made im- 
mediately to pay the veterans in cash 
for the full face value of their certif- 
icates. He joined with Senator Glass 
in describing the insurance as a “gold 
brick.” 

Senator Copeland, of New York, call- 
ed attention to his resolution adopted 
Friday by the Senate, calling on the 
Treasurery, Secretary to make known 
what the Federal reserve system intends | 
to do about handling the loans. 
declared the government should make 
the loans. To the bill providing for 
this, by Senator Walsh of Massachus- 
setts, has been added one by Senator 
Mayfield, of Texas. Similar bills have 
been introduced in the House. 

Senator Heflin, of Alabama, warming 
up for a speech covering several sub- 
jects, touched on the veterans’ pre- 
dicament. 


National Park Gets 
West Virginia Land 


The National Forest Commission yes- 
terday authorized the purchase of 84,- 
000 acres of forest park land in Grant 
and Pendleton cotinties, West Virginia, 


to become a part of the Monongahela 
National Forest. Representative Frank 
L. Bowman, of West Virginia,.and mem- 
ber of the House District committee, 
was instrumental in bringing about the 
authorization. 

With this authority the Department 
of Agriculture will move to acquire the 
land. It embraces 27,000 acres in Grant 
county and 57,000 in Pendleton county, 
and includes the famous Seneca Rock 
and Smoke Hole sections of the State. 


Tax Refund Planned 
On Radio Batteries 


(By The Associated Press.) 
The House Ways and Means com- 
mittee has decided to recommend legis- 


lation for the refund of the sales tax 
collected on automobile parts which 
are used for other than automobile 
purposes.

MEASURE TO BE SOUGHT

SENATOR ADVOCATES BILL 


Efforts to establish a law, by which 
every child in the United States would 
be fingerprinted upon entrance into 
school, either publte.or private, will be 
made this week by the Federal Finger- 
print association, when a special com- 
mittee will introduce the plan to Con- 
gress. 

The purpose of the plan is to have 
available at all times, fingerprints, the 
only positive record of identification 
of a person, in case of sudden tragedies 
when a body is found to be beyond 
recognition.

RETURNED, BOY SAYS 


Great Crowds Flock to Tree 
on Which. Image Was 
Reported Left. 


Mexico City, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Thousands of Mexicans are profoundly 
convinced that the Virgin of Guadalupe 
has performed another miracle, and 
great crowds are flocking to. the place 


in the town of Guadalupe where a 
little boy, Alfredo Trejo, declares that 


|}Mexico’s patron saint appeared before 


him and left her image upon a tree 
near where he .stood. 

The boy saw the vision yesterday 
and ran to his mother, crying: “The 
virgin has come back to earth again, 
I have just seen her.” 

This news spreading, great crowds of 
Mexicans hurried to the spot, and to- 
day the boy’s home and the nearby 
streets were surrounded by police and 
soldiers to prevent persons from being 
injured in the crush. 

The municipal authorities have taken 
possession of the tree, where no image 
remains. Some Mexicans declare that 
evil persons have cut out the image 
which was there and that certain con- 
figurations on the bark resemble the 
picture of the virgin and indicate that 
the image actually was there, as the 
boy claims. 

Numerous persons are endeavoring 
to buy the tree from the municipal 
authorities, and competitive bidding 
became spirited for a time.

CLAUSES ARE UNJUST, 
ROTARY CLUB IS TOLD 


Amendments to Be Sought; 
Congressional Report Is 
Being Delayed. 


Panama, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—Popular 
sentiment against the Panaman-Ameri- 
can treaty is growing here, and the 
governmnet is doing its utmost to pre- 
vent the inflaming of the populace. 
Proposed mass meetings have been for- 
bidden, and the congressional commit- 
tee engaged in studying the treaty has 
been requested to delay its report. 

Dr. Harmodio Arias, former Panaman 
delegate to the League of Nations, lead- 
er of the fight against the treaty, speak- 
ing before the Rotary club here yes- 
terday, said: 

“It is impossible for any one to pre- 
dict whether or not the congress of 
Panama will ratify the treaty recently 
negotiated between. Panama and the 
United States, but it is quite evident 
that in all sections of the country 
every man, woman and child feels that 
an injustice will be committed against 
Panama in the event of its approval. 


Most They Could Obtain. 


“Even those who negotiated on behalf 
of Panama seem dissatisfied, as their 
principal argument in its favor is that 
it is the most they could obtain from 
the United States.” 

After expressing his friendship for 
the United States and admiration for 
her civilizing influences throughout the 
world, Dr. Arias continued: 

“Instead of remedying the hardships 
on Panama, brought by the treaty of 
1903 and by its too stringent interpreta- 
tion by the United States government, 
the new treaty establishes additional 
and even more serious burdens on 
Panama which will impede or at least 
seriously hamper her progress and pros- 
perity without materially benefiting the 
United States. 

“I am absolutely sure, as the world 
at large is sure, that there are means 
for securing to the United States what- 
ever might be necessary or even con- 
venient for maintenance and protection 
not only of the canal but of the im- 
mense power and prestige she secured 
by reason of the canal, and at the same 
time of permitting. weak and poor Pan- 
ama to attain the economic develop- 
ment and prosperity which she deserves, 
if for no other reason, at least because 
of the untold material and moral sacri- 
fices and humiliations she suffered on 
account of having to contribute to that 
great work. 

“Panama still has confidence that the 
United States, before the new treaty 
is ratified, will ‘consent that it be 
amended so as to conform to their in- 
ternational traditions.” 


Provides Help in War. 


The new Panaman-American treaty 
gives the armed forces of the United 
States free transit through Panama in 
time of peace, and provides that Pana- 
nya shall declare herself in a state of 
war “in case of any war in which the 
United States should be a belligerent.” 
Panama agrees to cooperate in all pos- 
‘sible ways in the defense of the.Pana- 
ma canal. 

Other articles give the United States 
complete control over all radio and ca- 
ble communications and _ supervision 
Over all aircraft and aviation centers. 
Part of Manzanilla island, at the At- 
lantic terminus of the canal, and the 
harbor of Colon are turned over to the 
United States for perpetual occupation

tion in every place throughout the re- 
public.

“Is not the period of 80 years enough 
time in which to get out all the oil?” 
the president asked. “Has anybody ever 
heard of an oil well lasting 80 years?” 


84 Bandits or Rebels Slain, 
Mexico City.is Informed 


Mexico City, Jan. 8 (By A. P.).— 
Eighty-four bandits or revolutionaries 
have been killed by the federal troops 
in the past few days in combats in 
various parts of the country, according 
to newspaper and war department re- 
ports. 


The war department has issued or- 
ders to military commanders to execute 
summarily all persons carrying arms 
against the government. 

The federals killed fifteen rebels in 
a fight near Cuernavaca. Others were 
killed in smaller groups in half a dozen 
states. 

Bandits derailed the Mexico City- 
Cuernavaca train near the place where 
Jacob Rosenthal, of New York, was 
killed last September, and where re- 
cently both automobile and train hold- 
ups took place, but a military escort 
aboard the train drove the bandits off. 

Other bandits attacked and looted 
Acapulco, state of Mexico, but federals 
from nearby points were summoned 
and now are in pursuit of the ma- 
rauders. 

‘Thirty-five revolutionists were killed 
in a fight near San Francisco Del 
Rincon, state of Guanajuato. Special 
dispatches report that two Catholic 
priests were among the dead. This is 
without official confirmation.

Reed Seeks Spokesman 


But the debate at the Capitol did 
not produce much in the way or 
Ooratorical fireworks nor did the ma- 
jority in either house take much in- 
terest excepting during a few minutes 
when Senator Reed of Missouri made 
a characteristically humorous and iron- 
ical speech with reference to the role 


which the White House spokesman 
played in the latest Nicaraguan de- 
velopments. 

Senator Reed, who is now a member 
of the Senate foreign relations com- 
mittee, did not, however, discuss the 
administration’s policy in Nicaragua 
and the assumption is that the Senator 
from Missouri is waiting for further 
light on the information which the 
State department is said to possess. 
Mr. Reed has been a little impatient 
over the delay of Secretary of State 
Kellogg to appear before the foreign 
relations committee but it was stated 
yesterday that Mr. Kellogg would ap- 
pear early this week. The fact Senator 
Reed desired to make some observa- 
tions on the situation became known 
early in the day’s proteedings and 
there was the usual evidence of mark- 
ed attention when he started. 


Finds Spokesman Confusing. 


“I rise to a question of personal con- 
fusion, began Senator Reed. 

“Mr. President, for some weeks I have 
been wandering into the mists of doubt 
and uncertainty with reference to the 
public business of the country. There 
was sundenly injected into the news 
items of the press a mysterious and 
nameless individual designated as the 
‘Spokesman for the President.’ 

“The certificate of his appointment 
remains shrouded in doubt and uncer- 
tainty. Who it was that had risen to 
the dignified position and responsible 
task of envisioning to the American 
people the mental processes of the 
chief executive, nobody appears to 
know. I have been questioning all of 
these months whether he was some 
mythological creature who had been 
invented by the wicked news reporters 
of the city of Washington. 

“T read in The Washington Post this 
morning the headline: ‘White House 
Spokesman Cites Source of the Arms 
Sent to Rebels.’ 


Post Article Quoted. 


“Then I read an article by Mr. Albert 
W. Fox, who is generally recognized as 
most accurate in his statements, and 
he does not at all agree with the lead 
line, because he continues to reiterate 
throughout his article that ‘the Presi- 
dent’s spokesman’ told the newspaper- 
men thus and so, ‘the President’s 
spokesman’ expressed another opinion. 
A characteristic sentence is: ‘Mr. Cool- 
idge is represented by the White House 
spokesman as regarding the protection 
of American lives and property as a 
paramount obligation.’ 

“So, as I read the body of the article 
written by Mr. Fox I am bound to con- 
clude that there appeared out of the 
shadows some spectral individual who, 
like the oracle at Delphi, disclosed what 
+the gods had in contemplation. But 1 
can not reconcile the article with the 
lead in which it is stated: ‘President 
Coolidge reiterated that the landing of 
nmiarines in Nicaragua was in keeping 
with the nation’s traditional policy to 
protect American lives and property.’ 

“T am in confusion now and doubt 
and uncertainty as to whether, when 
the spokesman for the President got 
through speaking, the President ven- 
tured to say something himself or 
whether this is a bit of bad newspaper 
work and the writer of the lead has 
failed properly to interpret the re- 
port turned in to him by the repre- 


sentative of the paper and is thrust- 
ing the President into the unpleasant 
position of speaking for himself.” 

After further discussion in a semi- 
humorous vein, Senator Reed con- 
cluded: 

“T am- asking these questions now 
in the hope that there may be some 
one close enough to the White House 
to enlighten the Senate as to whether 
or not the President’s spokesman is 
the President himself or whether there 
is really a third party acting in a rep- 
resentative capacity and if so who the 
third party is, in order that we may 
determine whether he is a faithful re- 
porter of the sentiments of the Presi- 
dent.” 

Senator Caraway rose to reply, but 
Senator Heflin got the floor and the 
discussion went into other matters.

Winners Are to Be Pitted in 
the Finals to Determine 
Championship. 


STUDENTS’ KEENNESS

Boys Are Given No Chance for 
the Long Study of 
Problems. 


War, minus the blare of trumpets, 
street parades and the plaudits of those

Since the inauguration of the war 
game series in 1921, enthusiasm in the 
games has increased by leaps and 
bounds. The keeness of intellect dis- 
played by members of the teams has 
been amazing to War Department rep- 
resentatives who have been detailed 
to act as judges. : 


Quick Judgment Needed. 


The team captains are handed their 
problem only after reporting for the 
contest. The problems always deal 
with company situations. The captain 
of the team next confers with his sub- 
ordinates, usually six in number, with 
one alternate, and then enters in 
mythical battle. While in the midst 
of battle, the teams are given “spon- 
taneous” problems which present un- 
foreseen difficulties. Quick thinking and 
sharp strategy is necessary to over- 
come these obstacles and still carry 
out the original problem. 

The captains, however, are particu- 
larly warned to protect the lives of 
their men. All problems are worked 
out with this thought in mind. Casual- 
ties, naturally, are suffered, but the 
team working out its problem success- 
fully with the greatest safety to the 
command is rated highest. 

The elimination games are played on 
a 12-inch Gettysburg map. The games 
also cultivate the ability to read maps 
quickly and correctly. Col. Craigie de- 
clared the games are of particular bene- 
fit to those who plan to enter either 
arm of the national service, but are 
also helpful to others, particularly in 
later years, when the handling of men 
is necessary. 

Since the games were inaugurated, 
Central High school companies have 
won four times with teams from West- 
en High school winning twice.

Coolidge:foundation yesterday. 


Greek Impressions, opus 19, by Wit-} 
horne, in its three movements, was a | 
fitting beginning of the afternoon of | 
tare music. This composition is mod-| 
ern in its trend and treatment, and/| 
was played by two violins, viola and | 
violoncello. The ensemble was noted | 
for the uniformity of its tone and its| 
united effort. | 

In the second number the assisting | 
artist of the afternoon, Miss Helen | 
Heinl, of Washington, was the pianist. | 
Ic was the Sonata in G major, by Bash, 
violoncello and piano, and the audi- 
ence was enthusiastic over its two 
movements, the first an adagio giving 
opportunity for the richness of the 
‘cello to stand out, and the second 
movement, andante, was well handled 
by both artists. This classic of the 
great master had the massive super- 
structure of his genius and was domi- 
nant in sonority and massed effects.

Prices Are Increased, but the 
Production Heightened 
and Idleness Cut. 


Portland, Oreg., Jan. 8 (By A. P.).—A 
survey of the United States on install- 
ment buying made by the Portland 
Oregonian to be published tomorrow, 
states, the newspaper says, that the 
predominating conclusion of the six 
months investigation is “that install- 
ment buying is economically sound.” 

The Oregonian sent questionnaires 
to bankers in every city of more than 
50,000 population in turn to be dis- 
tributed to fourteen diversified busi- 
messes as well as leaders of industry 
and economics. The survey, the news- 
Paper says, is the most comprehensive 
ever undertaken on the subject. 

A compilation of the questions and 
answers shows the following: 

“In your opinion has installment 
buying— 

. (1) Directly, or indirectly, increased 
production and made for general busi- 
mess prosperity? Yes, 1,080; no, 131. 

(2) Come to stay? Yes, 1,200; no, 62.

Backbone of Prosperity. 


The Oregonian says that the statisti- 
cal department of the Lumberman’s 
Trust Co. Bank of Portland digested 
and classified the findings of the survey 
and that from the thousands of replies 
‘the following’ conclusion is“ based on 
the majority of answers: 

“Installment buying is the backbone 
‘of. America’s prosperity, by leveling 
out the production curve. It has almost 
banished unemployment, creating more 
‘jobs through the increased production 
‘Mnade necessary by the tremendous con- 
Sumer demand. It has reduced the 
average cost of necessities and luxuries 
through quantity manufacture. It has 
‘Increased wages, encouraged thrift and 
‘ambition, prevented spasmodic business 
.depressions and made it possible for the 
‘wage earner of America to find con- 
,tentment in the possession of those 
‘things which even the rich of other 
.countries seldom can afford.” 

The minority opinion holds, the 
‘mewspaper states, that “installment 
) buying and selling is a menace, causing 
‘the workmen to pledge his future and 
. place of mortgage on his earning power, 
‘which will tend to bring a reckoning 
»@ay that will shake the credit structure, 
‘should ‘hard times’ develop.” 

The Oregonian says that specific 
‘opinions were requested as to the per- 
‘centage of workingmen’s future wages 
‘in the cities surveyed’ that was mort- 
gaged for purchases on deferred pay- 
“ment plans, and the average arrived at 
was 39 per cent. 

~ More estimates were asked, the news- 
‘paper states, as to the percentage of

Port Chester, N. Y., Jan. 8 (By A. P.). 
The imposing mansion of -Frank W. 
Savin, 76-year-old millionaire banker, 
barred to reporters, was the scene today 
of the wedding of its owner and his 
servant, Anna Marie Schleis, a native 
of Bohemia, whose age is 43. 

Last night, for the final time, Anna 
Marie dined in the servants’ quarters. 
Today she breakfasted with her em- 
ployer and husband amid an awed as- 
sembly of her fellow workers, the maids, 
the butler, gardener, &c. 

The wedding ceremony was performed 
by the Rev. Stanley Kilbourne, rector 
of St. Peter’s Protestant Episcopal 
church here. Mr. Savin is one of the 
oldest members of the New York Stock 
Exchange. His bride has been his 
housekeeper for the last fourteen years. 

Preparations’ at the «home of the 
banker began early today for the cere- 
mony, awakening into activity both the 
big house and the quarters of the ser- 
vants. 

Automobile loads of reporters throng- 
ed the lawns, and when refused admis- 
sion to the ceremony, stamped about 
to keep warm in a temperature of 18 
degrees above zero. After the ceremony 
Mr. Savin declined to be interviewed. 
His adopted son, who is also his broth- 
er-in-law, Charles Monroe Savin, broth- 
er of Mr. Savin’s previous housekeeper 
who became the third Mrs. Savin, said 
before motoring away: 

“I advise you to get off this property;

Fort Worth Pastor Accused 
of Killing. Wealthy 
Lumberman. 


THREATENED, HE | SAYS 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 8e(By A. P.).—Dr. 
J. Prank Norris, Fort Worth Baptist 
minister, will go to trial here Monday 
for the killing of Dexter E. Chipps, with 
a plea of self defense. 

That the law of the gun and the 
West will be part of the defense was 
indicated today by Dayton Moses, 
counsel for Dr. Norris, who shot and 
killed Chipps, a lumberman, in the 
study of the First Baptist church, of 
Fort Worth July 17 last. Discussing 
defense plans, Moses asked this ques- 
tion: 

“If you were sitting in a room and 
@ man who had threatened you sud- 
denly appeared in your doorway, what 
would you do? Would you let him 
enter, or would you act first? The law 
of the West has been one of quick 
action.” 

Prosecution attorneys announced 
they were ready but did not reveal their 
plans for the trial. 

More than two hundred witnesses 
have been called, among them a mem- 
ber of Dr. Norris’ congregation, who 
was in the study when Chipps ap- 
peared, and a hotel clerk and a tele- 
phone operator, who are said to have 
overkead a telephone conversation in 
which Chipps is alleged to have 
threatened the pastor. 

“We don’t want a lawyer’s verdict,” 
Moses declared today. “We don’t want 
a technical verdict. We want a verdict 
that will completely satisfy the public 
that Dr. Norris is innocent. 

Chipps was shut when he called on 
Dr. Norris to protest against the min- 
ister’s attacks on Mayor H. C. Meacham 
and his administration in Fort Worth. 
Chipps was a close friend of the mayor. 
Three bullets were fired into the lum- 
berman’s body.

ASSERTS MANY HOUSES 
ARE BEING CONVERTED 


Dwelling Construction Repre- 
sents True Growth of Cities, 
He Holds. 


Home building in Washington may 
set a new record in the next twelve 
months, according to Col. John W. 
Oehmann, District building inspector. 

Encroachment of business concerns 
on neighborhoods which formerly were 
residential sections has been steady and 
a close study of permits issued to builld- 
ers discloses that there is an increas- 
ing number of dwellings being re- 
modeled and converted to business 
uses, Col. Oehmann, said. 


Declaring home building represented 
the true growth of cities, Col Oeh- 
mann declared an expected 20 per cent 
decline in the next twelve months over 
the total value of new building in 
1926 will be traceable to a let-up in 
the erection of large business struc- 
tures,, apartment houses, office build- 
ings and hotels in the northwest sec- 
tion of the city. 

Washington last year stood fourth in 

a list of 165 cities throughout the coun- 
try, ranging from New York and Chi- 
cago, to Norfolk, Va., and Yonkers, 
N. Y., in its per capita expenditure for 
housekeeping dwellings. 


Spent $50.21 Per Person. 


On the basis of a population of 52%,- 
000, Washington last year spent $50.21 
per person on the construction of new 
homes, which was exceeded only by 
Yonkers (which is on the boom and is 
h @ next-door neighbor of New York), Los 
Angeles and New York. The per capita 
expenditure in Yonkers was $100.81; in 
Los Angeles, $66.41; and in New Y¥ork, 
$52.36. Other cities ranged down to 
$5.11 in Norfolk. 

The same line-up was not shown, 
however, when all buildings was taken 
into consideration, Washington ranking 
ninth, with a per capita expenditure of 
$66.59, and being led by Yonkers with 
$127.64; Albany, $116.09; Los Angeles, 
$109.53; Houston, Tex., $100.48; Fort 
Worth, Tex., $87.23; New York, $86.13; 
San Diego, $85.96, and Detroit with 
$74.58. Norfolk was last with $10.33, 
and ranked seventy-fourth in a list of 
78 cities from which his table was com- 
piled, Col. Oehmann said.

In‘ Stability, Survey Shows 


The married man is the steadiest 
member of society, in work, if not 
in play, according to figures of labor 
stability gathered at the silk mills of 
Cheney Bros., in which 4,400 em- 
ployes formed the basis of the analy- 
si. J. P. Lamb, who made an ad- 
dress at the American Management 
association at Cleveland, Ohio, 
quotes the following figures: 

“According to marital status, the 
stability of married men exceeds 
that of single men or that of single 
or married women. The turnover of 
single women is 62 per cent greater | 
than that of married men, that of 
single men 133 per cent greater, and 
that of married women 255 per cent 
greater. To use another illustration, 
it takes on the average 1 6-10 single 
women, 21-3 single men and 3% 
married women to equal the stability 
of a married man. Circumstances

Mrs. Francois Berger Moran 
Hostess to Exile, Who Fled 
Red Terror. 


Staid Washington, with its republi- 


.(can institutions and its traditions of 


conservative’ democracy, last week en- 
tertained royalty for the third time in 
as many months, when it counted 
among its guests Her Royal Highness 
Princess Stephanie Dolgorouky of Rus- 
sia. 

A refugee from her native land, the 
princess has made her home in this 


country since her husband, Prince Ana- 
tole Dolgorouky, brother of the late 
czar and liberator of the Russian serfs, 
Alexander II, died six months ago in 
Paris. A sojourn of a few months in 
New York preceded her visit to this 
city as guest of Mrs. Francois Berger 
Moran, president of the International 
Authors club, at her home 2315 Massa- 
chusetts avenue northwest. 

The princess, a handsome woman of 
34 years, about whom still clings some- 
thing of the majesty of the Russian 
court, is delighted with America and 
more particularly, with Washington. 

In one respect alone has she been 
disappointed. In her country, each 
town, however small, has its own opera 
company, while in America it seems 
only the few appreciate great music. 
Tomorrow night she will occupy Mrs. 
Moran’s box at Edouard Albion’s pres- 
entation of “La Boheme.” 


Related to Queen Marie. 


Princess Dolgorouky is related by 
marriage to Queen Marie of Roumania, 
whom she met on various occasions 
during her stay in this country. Queen 
Marie’s mother, she explains, was a 
daughter of the late Czar Alexander, 
with whom the Dolgorouky house was 
connected through his marriage to 
Princess Catherine. 

When the vrincess engineered her es- 
cape from Russia, shortly after the out- 
break of the revolution, she carried 
with her to safety several’ Americans 
and foreigners who had virtually been 
held prisoners at the Hotel Metropole, 
in Moscow. She fied with these to 
During 
their hazardous journey through Rus- 
sia she: formed ties of friendship with 
her American companions, which have 
never been broken. 

Following her flight to England the 
princess was the author of books of 
historical importance, which have not 
yet been introduced into this country. 
Outstanding among these are, “Russia 
Before the Crash,” and the “The Aristo- 
cratic Revolution of Russia.” In Eng- 
land, also, she appeared upon the lec- 
ture stage.

Use Expressions of Shakes- 
peare Era; Gabrilowitsch, 
Pianist, Shares Honors. 


IS DETROIT CONDUCTOR 


A Washington audience was trans- 
ported last night to the days of Will- 
jam Shakespeare, when madrigals and 
motets were familiar forms of musical 
expression, as the famous English 
Singers -of London appeared here for 
the second "time in a concert at D. A. R. 
Memorial Continental hall. Ossip Gal- 
brilowitsch, pianist, was the joint artist 
with the singers, and the concert was 
given under the local management of 
Mrs. Wilson-Greene. 

For the program of the English 
Singers abounded in picturesque mad- 
rigals and motets, giving vibrant, liv- 
ing charm to each number through the 
genius of the six concert artists who 
are all thorough musicians as well as 
excellent singers. The personnel of the 
English singers consists of Flora, Mann, 
Nellie Carson, Lillian Berger, Norman 
Stone, Norman Notley and Cathbert 
Kelly. 

One of the loveliest of the madrigals 
was “The Silver Swan,” by Orlando 
Gibbons, written in the seventeenth 
century. The singers sang it with deli- 
cacy of attack and emotional expres- 
sion. Hardly less lovely were the other 
madrigals of the program. The solemn 
measures of the motets were sung with 
splendid ensemble spirit and in many 
tonal colors the voices of the singers at 
all times beautifully and faultlessly 
blended in exquisite harmony and rich 
in polyphonic effects. 

To vary the program folk tunes by 
Vaughan Williams and humorous songs 
by Henry Purcell were introduced with 
great success, especially “The Turtle 
Dove,” and Purcell’s quaint, “The Three 
Fairies.” 

Stirring and spirited were the Italian 
Street Cries numbers which charmed 
instantly by their novelty. 

A feature of the English singers’ work 
was their perfection of tone production, 
precision of attack and impeccable ad- 
herence to pitch. 

Gabrilowitsch, whose claim to fame 
is not alone in being one of the fore- 
most pianists of the world, but who is 


& composer and conductor of the De-- 


troit Symphony orchestra as well, early 
in his playing exhibited fluent, well 
developed technic. Two Bach numbers— 
“Prelude from English Suite A Minor,” 
by Johann Sebastian Bach, and “Rondo 
Expressivo,”’ by Ph. E. Bach, opened his 
part of the program, followed by 
Haydn's “Allegro E Minor,” given with 
clarity of iine and color, deft technic 
and finesse of phrasing. 

An ovation was accorded Gabrilo- 
witsch at the conclusion of these 
numbers. 

In his reading of his Beethoven num- 
ber, “Sonata F Minor,” the pianist 
against demonstrated his absolute com- 
mand of the instrument, a golden sing- 
ing tone and a keen sense of rhythm 
and harmony. The adagio movement 
of the sonata was most alluring in its 
melodies and the stately progression of 
one musical picture after another. In 
the finale the artist had opportunity to 
display his consumnate ability in

“Mr. Hesse says his problem was com- 
posed in 1894 and was published in 
1896. Laws attributes the composition 
of the problem he published to J. B. 
(of Bridport). Laws says that as origi- 
nally published the rook stood at QB2, 
but in order to emphasize the stale- 
' mate effect, it had been placed on QBsq. 
| Laws’ book was published in 1923, but 
'he does not state when the problem 
| was first published. I suggest that Mr.

Former Senator Thomas, of 
Colorado, Objects to the 
Phrase “Dollar Diplomacy,” 
Because, He Points Out, All 
Diplomatic Action Is Basical- 
ly Concerned With Finance 
and Trade. Duty of the Na- 
tion to Protect Nationals 
When Abroad Intensified in 
the Case of the United States 
Through the Monroe Doc- 
trine, He Writes. 


To the Editor of The Post—-Sir: The 
public has become accustomed to the 
phrase, “dollar diplomacy,” through its 
constant repetition since the begin- 
Ming of the present century. The ad- 
jective is supposed to define a branch 
of diplomacy having to do with mat- 
ters of fiscal concern either interna- 


tional in character or to investments 
Or business activities made or con- 
ducted by citizens of the United States 
in foreign countries and distinguished 
from other subjects or problems de- 
manding diplomatic treatment. 

Dollar diplomacy is also a term of 
reproach with those who use it; a sort 
of diplomacy which is indefensible 
morally and politically; a process which 
nations resort to chiefly at the behest 
of creditors whose loans and invest- 
ments abroad are in jeopardy, or of cit- 
izens doing business abroad whose per- 
eons and goods are exposed to peril or 
confiscation. It is generally denounced 
as @ perversion of governmental power, 
concealing its ultimate purpose to op- 
press weaker peoples and deprive them 
of their substance or their lands, or 
both, by compelling them to recognize 
and perform their contractual obliga- 
tions with the foreigner without re- 
gard to their merits. That sort of dip- 
lomacy is also condemned as an un- 
warranted use of governmental power 
for the protection of classes amply able 
to protect themselves, or who deserve 
the treatment they receive by those 
whose resources they control and ex- 
ploint for their own profit and ad- 
vantage. And dollar diplomacy is doub- 
ly damned if the results of its exer- 
cise aré unsatisfactory, and compliance 
with our government’s demands re- 
quires resort to force, whatever the 
form it may assume. é 

Like all loose but well rounded 
phrases, the term has acquired a place 
in the public parlance along with “self- 
determination,” “the equality of man,” 
' and the like. Its meaning is assumed

It is that sort of pressure which 
makes for war or for negotiation. Other 
interests of course enter into and aré 
adjusted by them; for nations, like in- 
dividuals, are selfish, and selfishness 
has been justly lauded as a virtue. It 
is the basis of contract, and treaties are 
after all nothing more than _ inter- 
national agreements. If.their covenants 
are disregarded or repudiated there is 
but one way to enforce them. 

Even the Monroe doctine, which is 
only a policy, entails its economic obli- 
gations. We must require other Ameri- 
can republics to pay their debts to 
and protect the investments of other 
nations and their nationals, or permit 
these nations to do so. But the latter 
alternative menaces the policy and 
may destroy it; a result which no citi- 
zen of this country would tolerate. We 
are perforce, therefore, the world’s 
guarantor of peace and security on the 
western hemisphere, and must make 
our guaranty good or step aside and 
let the foreign creditor do his own col- 
lecting. 

If my facts and inferences are cor- 
rect, it must follow that diplomacy and 
dollar diplomacy are identical. The 
adjective is superfluous. It reminds 
one of the “positively forbidden” or 
“absolutely perfect” signs which daily 
confront us on the streets and in the 
shops. They add nothing to the idea 
to which they are attached. On the 
contrary, they suggest the existence of 
differing grades of prohibition or of 
perfection. 

The duty of government to safeguard 
the lives and protect the property of the 
citizen should admit of few exceptions, 
and these because of the citizens’ de- 
fiance of its laws. This duty is not 
confined to its territorial dominion, but 
should attend him wherever he may go. 
When he transfers his residence to or 
acquires property in another country 
in compliance with its laws and pur- 
suant to its privlieges, he should be no 
more subject to murder and robbery 


by the government of that country, or 
with its sanction, than he should be at) 
home. 

When his own government fails to 
give him its protection under such cir- 
cumstances, it becomes, as to him, no 
government at all, and justly falls into 
contempt and disrepute abroad. The 
exercise of this obligation may be and 
sometimes is abused. Such conduct is 
reprehensible. It should bring repudi- 
ation at home and subject the govern- 
ment to just demands for reparation 
abroad, but until it so appears, its ac- 
tion in any given emergency should be 
promptly approved by its own people. 

For the government must be the 
judge of its duty when the emergency 
confronts it, and would be _ derelict 
did it not decide upon its course and

Harry W. Furniss, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., Howard university, former Unit- 
ed States consul at Bahia, Brazil, 
served as Minister to Haiti under the 
Taft and Roosevelt administrations. 

Dr. Furniss was promoted from 
consul to Minister because of his ef- 
ficlency upon recommendation by a 
representative of. the State Department 
who had been making a study of our 
consular officers in South America. 

Powell, of New Jersey, a highly edu- 
cated man and engaged in teaching 
school, was appointed Minister to 
Haiti, and served under President Mc- 
Kinley. He left, as each one of his 
predecessors had left, an excellent 
record in Haiti. 

There are many educated and high- 
ly successful colored men in the 
United States today, who could dupli- 
cate the diplomatic performances of 
our former colored envoys. 

When Haiti was free and indepen- 
dent, she welcomed American colored 
men, who carried into that country a 
great deal more than they brought 
back.

Congress Has No Legal Duty 
to Enforce Prohibition, It Is 

‘Held by Correspondent; 
Could Repeal Volstead Act 
and Leave Task to States. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
hopelessness of conditions under the 
existing prohibition law has become 
increasifgly apparent during the past 
year. More frequently has the question 
been asked whether Congress has pow- 
er, under the eighteenth amendment, 
to ameliorate conditions. 

The notion is so widespread that 


Congress is helpless and that the most 
it could do would be enact some rather 
immaterial modification which would 
not touch the heart of the present diffi- 
culty, that an examination of that sub- 
ject may not be amiss, 

Contrary to the rather general be- 
lief, Congress could lawfully change the 
Federal enforcement act in almost any 
manner, when and if Congress were so 
minded. It could, for instance, wipe 
out all Federal enforcement legislation 
and leave enforcement entirely to the 
States. The eighteenth amendment 
provides: 

“The Congress and the several States 
shall have concurrent power to enforce 
this article by appropriate legislatfon.” 

This does not say “shall” enforce, 
“must” or even “should”. It is not 
mandatory. It is merely permissive. It 
is a grant of power, which the grantee, 
under well settled principles, may ex- 
ercise or not, at its option. There is, 
consequently, no legal duty on Con- 
gress to maintain Federal enforcement 
legislation. It may be argued that 
there is, nevertheless, a “moral’’ duty. 
The law, however, knows only legal 
duties. It may be maintained with 
reason that there is not even a moral 
duty, since it is a tenable position that 
enforcement, as a matter of public pol- 
icy, should be left to the States on the 
theory of State’s rights and home rule. 

Anyone who denies the above state- 
ment that Congress may lawfully de- 
cline to exercise its enforcement power, 
is immediately faced by two dilemmas, 
from neither of which can he extricate 
himself. 

1. Congress would be under a legal 
uty to enact legislation as to the 
other amendments which provide that 
it “shall have power.” No one supposes 
that Congress is under any such duty 
as to such other amendments, and Con- 
gress has in fact failed ‘to exercise such 
power. 

2. A legal duty would also rest upon 
the States to enact enforcement legis- 
lation because the eighteenth amend- 
ment in the same breath grants power 
to both Congress and the States, and 
the exercise of such power, quite ob- 
viously, can not be mandatory on one 
and not on the other.

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Maryland, Nevada and Montana have 
no State enforcement acts, and no one 
supposes that any legal duty rests 
upon them to enact such legislation. 

It is manifest, therefore, that 
Congress is quite at liberty, any time 
it chooses, to repeal thé Volstead act 
and leave enforcement to the States. 

Once having repealed all Federal 
legislation, Congress could, if so mind- 
ed, exercise part of its grant of power. 
It could, for instance, (to put a ludi- 
crous example to illustrate the prin- 
ciple) declare everything over 50 per 
cent alcoholic content to be unlawful, 
prescribe penalties and stop there. It 
is not necessary to undertake to make 
any definition of intoxicating liquors, 
or to declare what. is or is not intoxi- 
cating. It is sufficient to declare what 
is unlawful under the act. In the 
supposed case Congress would not be 
declaring liquors containing less than 
50 per cent of alcohol to be legal. It 
would merely be declining to declare 
them to be illegal. 

Cases involving less than 50 per«cent 
alcoholic content could not be prose- 
cuted because not within the terms of 
the statute; while, on the other hand, 
cases involving over 60% alcoholic 
content could prosecuted. A 
case could reach the Supreme Court 
only om appeal from a conviction, and 
the court would either have to affirm 
or reverse the conviction. If it affirmed, 
it would thereby approve the legisla- 
tion, If, however, it reversed (presum- 
ably on the ground that the legisla- 
tion was not “appropriate”’) the effect 
would be to wipe out the act and 
leave the nation without any Federal 
legislation. The same is true of any 
other percentage which might be fixed 
—say 10 per cent. 

Congress could exercise part of its 
power in other ways. It could, for in- 
stance, undertake to control only those 
kinds of things which were formerly 
regarded as purely Federal, 1. e., im- 


be 


portation, exportation and interstate 
commerce; and leave untouched (for 
the States to regulate) such things as 
were formerly regarded as State func- 
tions, 1. e., manufacture, sale and intra- 
state commerce, 

An understanding of the principles 
involved will become more and more 
important as we approach the time of 
discussion of ways and means to cor- 
rect the present intolerable conditions.

to discuss public questions without sus- 
picion of one another's good faith, can 
scarcely understand the tendency of the 
Oriental to oo the motives of the 
person with whom he disagrees. One 
of your readers, bearing the good old 
Armenian name of a te Bogigian, 
writes me from the Hotel tomac, in 
comment upon my statement in favor 
of the ratification of the Lausanne 
treaty, which appeared in your issue of 
last Sunday. Certain of his oriental 
touches may illuminate one phase of 
the’ opposition to this treaty. 

Mr. Bogigian informs me that I came 
only into “contact with two classes of 
Turkish diplomats. One, the few rul- 
ing people, and the other, the female 
diplomats. This latter class is used 
by the first to entertain and cajole 
foreigners who pay a short visit to 
Angora, and who come out to write 
articles in high praise of the Turks. 

“T have been reliably informed that 
a photograph is in existence in America 
which shows a Mr. Ellis taken in 


Smyrna in company with Tur 
women.” 


Further on in his letter my corre- 
spondent brackets me with other news- 
paper men who have worked in the 
Near East by saying: 

“Is it not a fact that you and similar 
correspondents are well paid by the to- 
bacco and oil interest, and by the 
Turks in some form or other?” 

Another correspondent .furnishes me 
with the inforrnation that I am “a 
confidential ent of the State De- 
partment.”” One of the Armenian news- 


papers, I am told, has printed, as a; 
delicate explanation of my position, 
that I “have been bribed by Turkish 
gold and Turkish women.” 

This little experience rather points 
the remark that it is unfortunate for 
America to allow Oriental antipathies, 
Oriental mentalities and Oriental metb- 
ods to have any part in the decision of 
issues Which should be determined 
only upon ® sane American basis of 
ascertained facts and sound judgment.

MOVIE GRAPHS 


By FELICIA PEARSON. 

“The stage or the screen, which wins?’’ 

For art and expression, which is the better medium? 
Allan Dwan started a hot debate on the subject recently, 
everybody had that settled long ago—one way or another. 
have, but everybody wants to tell how they’ve settled it. 

Here are David Belasco’s ideas: 

“The stage is a better medium of.dramatic expression than the screen, 
To my mind this is a self-evident truth. One is realism, the other, no 
matter how well perfected, is a dress-rehearsal counterfeit. To illustrate: 
The motion picture performer is instructed by his director to register 
His inspiration is the desire to please, plus the drive 
of ambition. Whatever he gives to his public is evolved mechancally 
from his inner consciousness. In the spoken drama the situation is 
different. The player has the mental reaction which comes from the 
situation in which he is placed, plus the equally spontaneous effect of 
what the other characters in the play are saying and doing. Another 
player is registering deep emotion by posture, voice and gesture. Uncon- 
sciously the others egestas the spirit of the moment, and their work is, 
asa result, realistic.’ 

Mr. Belasco continues to say that ‘“‘The motion picture actor has no 
audience, no applause to inspire him. 

‘What has applause to do with it? 

‘““Much.’ 

And he concludes with these words: 

“The stage presentment is beautiful life, 
beautiful shadow.’’ 

Cecil B. De Mille thinks that ‘It is all a matter of the individual. The 
two methods are very different in tempo and techinque. Some of our 
best screen actors have come from the stage, but some, who were 
splendid on-the boards, have been rather pitiful on the screen.”’ 

Lou Tellegen is quite definite in his ideas. He says: ‘Pictures have 
made the people sophisticated, so that the mere raising of the human 
voice in a recitai of lines among the cramped painted sets of the stage 
can no longer give the impression of reality. The actor moves and 
speaks, but the play as a whole has no expression among it’s dummy 
scenery. On the other hand, the set of a motion picture is spaced to 
cover it’s needs. One can have the whole world for a background.”’

WHAT KEITH 


AND ALBEE 
DID FOR VAUDEVILLE 


A little less than half'a century ago 
B. F. Keith left the Barnum show “fat 
on the lot” and went to Boston with an 
idea for popular entertainment which 
he meant to develop for his own profit. 
He was tired of working for others and 
though in great demand as an amuse- 
ment executive, he burned his bridges 
behind him. He had with him plenty 
of assurance but limited capital. 


He opened a tiny “store show” in 
Boston next to the old Adams houée 
6n Washington street. The “headline” 
attraction was a little black baby so 
small that it could be carried in a pint 
cup. A short time after Keith 
opened his amusement enterprise, 
which he termed the Gayety Musee, he 
was joihed by E. F. Albee who, too, had 
left the circus to do bigger things. 

Almost their first move was to take 
variety acts of cleverness and vulgarity 
and cut out the vulgarity. They spent 
their days and nights arguing with 
variety performers over the necessity 
of cleaning up their acts and coming 
with them into the new “vaudeville,” 
as they called their reformed entertain- 
ment for Boston families. Their big 
idea was that the old-time variety pos- 
sessed all the necessary-talents and 
qualifi¢ations for..familly shows provid- 
ed it could be divorced from its “stag” 
settings and shaped up for women and 
children. 

The country was growing in wealth 
and population and there was no every- 
day, popular-priced, smartly presented 
form of theatrical entertainment pos- 
sessing elements which in the main 
would appeal to theatergoers and more 
especially the home folks who attend 
in family groups. * 

There were no palatial theaters and 
upholstered offices in those days and 
everything was new and strange. Each 


day demanded new inventions and new 
methods so fast did vaudeville grow in 
popularity. The public liked the new 
idea, and one day Albee convinced 
Keith that vaudeville should be pre- 
sented in a theater representing a6 
great an improvemenf over the exist- 
ing houses as vaudeville did over va- 
riety. 

Albee set about building the B. F. 
Keith theater in Boston, and taking the 
bit in the teeth ran away with Keith's 
bankroll, spending almost a half mil- 
lion beyond the estimated cost. “The 
public is ready for wonderful theaters 
and they will pack this place,” said Al- 
bee to the protesting Keith. 

The opening day came and every 
one of prominence in Boston was in- 
vited, including the clergy and the 
school teachers. The guests found a 
spacious theater, adorned with salon 
paintings and sculpture, decorated in 
exquisite taste, with charming boudoirs 
for the ladies and children, big luxuri- 
ous smoking rooms for the men, smart 
and smiling attendants. It was more 
like a richly appointed club than a 
place of amusement. 

The new Keith theater was officially 


approved, but the guests, most of whom 


had never seen a vaudeville perform- 
ance, awaited the show with some mis- 
givings. The bill pickd by Mr. Keith 
and Mr. Albee. revealed a pleasing, 
wholesome entertainment that won 
every one, the clergy béeing strong in 
its praise. From that day Keith’s was 
crowded twice dally, and vaudeville was 
fashfonable and correct and a family 
amusement, 

From Boston Keith vaudeville and 
Keith theaters moved to all the cities 
of the East. Mr. Albee mastered 
theater construction to ite minutest 
detail and superintended the construc- 
tion of the mtagnificent houses in 
Philadelphia, Providence, New York, 
Cleveland, Brooklyn, Syracuse, Wash- 
ington, to name a few only. When B. 
F. Keith died in 1914, vaudeville was 
thoroughly organized in the B. F. 
Keith Vaudeville Exchange, booking 
some 400 theaters from coast to coast. 

It remained for E. F. Albee, inheritor 
of the Keith vaudeville kingdom, to 
add new luster to the Keith name by 
bringing about a new spirit in the 
relations of artists and managers and 
to sound a humanitarian note of the 
most intense modernity.

other conveniences. In a word, the 
Albee ideal put into practice makes it 
impossible to wrong any one in 
vaudeville and get away with it. By 
the power of complete organization 
both artist and manager are protected. 

Mr. Albee’s life is given over now- 
adays to making vaudeville pleasant, 
prosperous and secure for both artists 
and employers, and to providing the 
public with up-to-the-minute enter- 
tainment presented in comfortable and 
finely appointed theaters, the last word 
in theatrical architecture. It is upon 
this sound basis that vaudeville has 
reared itself to the position it now 
holds as one of the nation’s favorite 
forms of entertainment. There is every 
reason, then, why Mr. Albee and his 
associated circuit heads should take ad- 
vantage of the fact that vaudeville has 
rounded out the century mark and de- 
vote the season to a nation-wide cele- 
bration: of its progress.

bech popular. The older they become, 
the scarcer they become. The old 
prints, like those in this exhibition, 
have kecome a high commercial value, 
really collector pieces. Color prints are 
divided into several classes, according 
to the method of printing. They can 
be mace in any medium, but are usual- 
ly from intaglio plates which was the 
metho used in these eighteenth cen- 
tury prints. The classes are as fol- 
lows: F yrst--Prints from one plate, 
alt. tie colors at one impression; prints 
from one plate, the plate being used 
¥ several times to produce the desired 
"effect. and prints from two or more 
pletes. earch plate being printed in a 
‘different ink. 

There ‘are combinations of intaglio 
with relief plates and also intaglio 
with Nthorraphyv. Examples of all these 
processes are in the permanent col- 
lection of the division of graphic arts, 
with technical exhibits and descrip- 
tions. 

In the first class, the plate is painted 

N with all the desired colors; this takes 
great. sill and is printed at one im- 
press‘on. 

In the second method, the plate first 
is inked with warm colors, reds and 
yeliows and printed; then it is inked

It is not usual for an author to) 
write a book about one character and 
yet develop a more potent and inter- 
esting one in the group of minor 
figures in his story. . Yet this is what 
Sheila Kaye Smith has done in her 
latest book. 

Her heroine, Emily, the adopted 
daughter of a clergyman: and: his 
sister, begins life as a straightforward 
little girl whose flajr for truthfulness 
constantly gets her into trouble. In 
het-adult years the girl becomes the 
wife of her adopted brother, but. still 
loves her cousin, Claude. She becomes 
a whining, unhappy creature, and/ 
thefe is small wonder that her husband | 
runs away with the wife of another. 
man. | 

Claude, youngest of 
brothers who manage “Spell Land,” | 
soon becomes the most interesting 
character in the book. He is a strange 
combination of student, poet and 
yokel; a rustic Horace, as it were, who 
never. acquires the veneer of the city, 

The struggles between the influe 
of strict standards of morals of the sons 
of the soil and his desire to protect and 
shelter the woman he loves are graphi- 
cally and tensely written. Emily has no 
such scruples, for she goes to live with | 
her cousin— not because she does not 
think it wrong, but simply because she 
so desires. 

Here, again, the character of Emily 
does not shine out as it might. One 
cannot but sympathize with the exas- 
peration of the man who has given her 
shelter because of her failure to do her

SCHNEE TELLS 
OF GERMANY’S 
PART IN WAR 


There seems to be an abundance of 
books just now by German authors ex- 


plaining various features of Germany's | 


part in the world war. Even the former 
kaiser, from his seclusion in Doorn, has 
taken his pen in hand to set forth 
the facts, as he saw them. 


The German authors have found 
American publishers easily reached, be- 
cause there is great interest in this 
country in the true history of the con- 
flict now that the smoke of prejudice 
and war passion have died away. 

One. of the most recent books of this 
nature is ‘“‘“German Colonization, 
and Future,’ by Dr. Heinrich Schnee 
(Alfred A. Knopf, New York), 

Dr. Schnee writes frrom the vantage 
ground of having served as governor 
of German East Africa. Therefore, he 
is thoroughly acquainted with Ger- 
many’s colonial policy before the war 
and has made an exhaustive research 
into what it should be in the future.

“The reason that the fact is not 
so well known about his poetry is be- 
cause he has only once before, 15 years 
ago, published any verse, and his fame 
has rested on his claims as novelist, 
dramatist and essayist.

As the author says, some of the 
verses have appeared nowhere else save 
in this book. 

The sturdy optimism of Galsworthy 
breathes in many lines of his poems. 
It is apparent that he is not an adhe- 
rent of the new school of poetry for 
he does not disdain rhyme in his verse, 
| but uses it freely to the distinct gain 
of his singing words. But his rhymes 
are neither forced nor expedient; they 
fit to the sense as the individual pieces 
make up the mosaic. 

The first poem, “Courage,” arrests the 
attention. It contains solace for loss 
and a key to successful living. Brevity

His naturalism is 
lakin to that of Ibsen; he shares the 
moral earnestness of Shaw; in his pre- 
occupation with the sores and diseases 
of society he resembles Brieux.

The author calls attention to the 
fact that in the last 20 years Galsworthy 
has written 19 full-length plays and a 
few short dramatic pieces of minor im- 
| portance. : 
| “Loyalties” Coats considers Gals- 
| worthy’s most perfect expression as a 
| dramatic artist. It also is a demonstra- 
| tion of the social philosophy of Gals- 
| worthy, according to this critic. His 
| characters are delineated with adequate 
sharpness and with a keen understand- 
ing of the human motives that domin- 
ate actions. There is a subtle sympathy 
in his nature with controlling emotions, 
|and again, as in his poetry, is brought 
|out the absorbing interest felt by Gals- 
| worthy in the play of life as it is en- 

acted before his eager eyes by th 
creatures of his imagination.

A new book of poetry by Sara Teas- 
dale is always an event in contempo- 
raneous literature and her latest sheaf 
of poems “Dark of the Moon” 
MacMillan Co., New York), finds an 
eager audience awaiting its publica- 
tion. 

On the whole, the poems will be 
found satisfactory. -Miss Teasdale is 
mistress of her art and possesses one 
of the purest and clearest voices in our 
poetic literature. In the realm of the 
lyric she holds high rank with her 
generation ‘of poets. and that it is one 


no one will deny. 
Many of the poems 


of criticism in leading publications. 
That Miss Teasdale cherishes some ex- 
pectation of having a poem or two set 
| to music is apparent from the notice 
‘she prints that “for permission to set 
‘any of the poems to music, application 
should be made to the author.” 

Yet glancing over them, there is not 
'one that fits itself inevitably to such a 
|fate. These poems are rather to be 
read and pondered over than set to 
singing notes. The meanings are often 
too subtle to be apparent in a first 
reading but must be read again and 
again to be truly understood. 


Writes of Death. 

The immortal themes of poesy, love, 
death and regret are incorporated in 
stanza after stanza. Edgar Allan Poe 
once wrote that the “most exquisite 
theme of poesy is a beautiful woman 
in death.” This is true, but it is a 
theme which can be handled more ef- 
fectually by a man than by a woman. 
In one of her shorter poems Miss Teas- 
dale writes: 


Only the wind knows he is gone, 
Only the wind grieves, 

The sun shines, the fields are sown, 
Sparrows mate in the eaves; 


But I heard the wind in the pines he 
planted : 

And the hemlocks overhead, 

His acres wake, for the year turns,

The sea songs of Miss Teasdale are 
quite remarkable.

lutions passed at meetings of the board, | 
that the General Federation of Wom- | 
en’s Clubs stands for an army and a 
navy sufficient to maintain the safety 
and dignity of the nation. 

It is pointed out that in the General 
Federation of Women's Clubs there are 
no individual members at all, but 
only membership of entire clubs. It 
is, of course, true that some of the) 
workers for peace from a pacifist stand- | 
point as well as the advocates of pre- | 
paredness belong to these individual | 
clubs. | 

Dr. Hubert Work, Secretary of the) 
Interior, will be the only outside speak- | 
er at the board meeting, and will dis- | 
cuss with the women the many projects | 
which the clubwomen as a nation are) 
interested in which come under his| 
department, such as preservation of na- | 
tional forests and parks.

The federation will turn as its next 
work to a nation-wide canvass to list | 
the illiterates of the country in order | 
to assist in removing what they term, 
“America’s blight of illiteracy before 
the 1930 census.” Dr. John Tigert, | 
commissioner of education, has asked | 
the ald of the clubwomen in making | 
these lists so that the illiterates may | 
be reached to be taught to read and | 
write before the taking. of the census. 

Mrs. William F. Blackman, of Or-| 
lando, Fla., chairman of the depart- 
ment of education of the general fed- 
eration, will report to the board meet- 
ing on her plan. to select in each State 
one county typical of the State; the 
selection to be made with the assist- 
ance and cooperaion of the county 
school superintendent. In this county 
the clubwomen will be urged to visit 
the homes and personally obtain and 
list the information. 

The women of the country who are 
joining in the illiteracy campaign with 
the federation will have as their in- 
centive the determination to pull the 
United States from its shameful posi- 
tion as tenth among the nations of 
the world in illiteracy, and the stu- 
pendous task of teaching nearly 5,000,- 
000 men and women who confessed at 
the last census that they neither could 
read nor write. - 

The campaign to teach these persons, 
which will follow the survey, will be 
carried on through night classes, 
neighborhood teaching and individual 
instruction. This, of course, opened 
a wide opportunity for peace time na- 
tional service to the: women and girls 
of the nation.

The rules for prolonging human life | 
may well be applied to your electric 
servants. If you wish them to last 


a long time—and to remain in good 
repair-—you must take good care of 
them. Otherwise they will not give 
‘ you anything like the service of which 
they are capable, ‘ 

Take the electric cleaner, for in- 
stance. If- you do not keep the bag 
clean the cleaner will not do its best 
work. If you are careless in its use— 
permit it to pick up such things as_ 
nails, screv's, large pins or coins, sooner 
or later this will damage the fan and 
render the cleaner useless. 

In a proper storage place, the cleaner 
will not be knocked about or gather 
tiust. This is essential to assure both 
good appearance and durability.'I have 
a special metal cabinet for my cleaner 
and the floor mops and broom. In 
this way it is put away each time 
after it has been used. I find that 
having a definite place to store the 
cleaner encourages me to take care 
of it. 

Regular Oiling Needed. 


Regular oiling of all electrical house- 
hold devices is most essential. And 
perhaps the most practical means of 
oiling them regularly is to have a 
chart on which one can keep the oiling 
record of each appliance. Most appli- 
ances in use one or more times each | 
week usually require. oiling about once | 
a month. For these I have a special | 
day, so that I do them all at the 
same time. Those in daily use are 
oiled more often, depending entirely | 
upon the manufactuerer’s instruction 
card or book. Caring for the appll- 
ance strictly according to his direc- 
tions points to the fact that when | 
anything does go wrong, the trouble ts | 
probably due to a defect rather than | 
your neglect. 

Do not for a moment entertain the) 
idea that you can blame the cleaner | 
for your own neglect and carelessness. 
When anything goes wrong with it 
and you call the repairman he Knows 
the minute he examines it what has 
‘caused the trouble, and no amount 
of indignant protestations on your part 
will change his mind or that of the 
‘ manufacturer who may be asked to 
make concessions. 


Care Will Save Money. 


My. advice..to every. housewife is to, 
oll and care for her electrical helpers | 
herself... The care of them is 60 ex- 
ceedingly simple that after you have 
followed the instructions of the man- 
‘ wracturer once or twice you will not 
need to depend on any male member 
of the household—a most precarious 
business because the man is not always 
avallable when-you need him and then 
you must-either do without the use of 
the appliance or put it under the strain 
of working without oil. This sort of 
treatment is most Marmful to all me- 
chanical devices, for when an appliance 
needs oll it needs it as much as we need 
food and sleep, and when it does not 
get it the results are much the saine— 
decidedly weakening on the constitu- 
tion. And while we humans may rest 
and feed up, it is seldom that an excess 
of oll or lack of use will restore the ap- 
pliance to its former good health. 

Care will make your electrical serv- 
ants last a long time and will save you 
much grief and money. Learn to treat 
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them well.

| Electric League Briefs |

One of the largest commercial build- 
ings this side of New York, and the 
very largest in Washington, is under 
construction at. Fourteenth and F 
streets northwest. This is the National 
Press building. From an _ electrical 
installation viewpoint there has never 
been anything so extensive in this 
city.

If a line breaks a whole town may be 
deprived of electric light, as was the 
case in Bucklin during a recent snow- 
storm, and the time required to make 
repairs must be cut to a minimum.

Men Give Labor and Foresight 
for World’s Sanitation, 
Writer Declares.

Master Associations, Working 
‘With Medical Groups, Form 
Laws for Health.

The plumber is the most necessary 
factor in our civilization; the preserver 
of the health of our nation; the man 


largely responsible for. the heavy de- 
crease in the infant death rate; the 
agency which has hewn away the chains 
that made women absolute slaves in 
their homes and has made it possible 
{or them to have sanitary fixtures care- 
fully installed in their homes, which 
bring comfort, surcease from unneces- 
sary toil and healthful surroundings. 

This servant, through his foresight 
and application, has made it possible 
for civilization to march onward with- 
out the necessity of waiting until sani- 
tation was perfected for such an ad- 
vance. Yes, he is the servant whom you 
rarely call upon unless his services are 
necessary to further the comfort or 
health and happiness of those who are 
dear to you, or make your home more 
habitable and attractive. 

This man, the plumber, has hidden 
his light under a bushel, possibly by 
reason of the fact that in the past his 
labors were looked on as being some- 
what demeaning, although absolutely 
necessary. His true worth has been 
forgotten, and the man who above all 
others should have been appreciated 


and honored, has b unfairly abused. 
I ask that you do Your ppt in at 
least. giving hi his just dues. The 


umber is responsible for the public 
ealth. 
Since sanitagion and all that goes 


ple unconsciously look to him to pro- 
tect them. Plumbing laws and ordl- 
nances governing the installation of 
plumbing, examination of plumbers and 
health laws were brought into existence 
in order to fulfill this trust. 


Formulated by Masters. 


Associations of master plumbers 
throughout this country of ours, ably 
assisted» by the medical fraternity, 
formulated these laws and advocated 
their enactment, not from selfish mo- 
tives, but with a full realization of 
their responsibility in the protection 
of the health of the public and the ab- 
polute necessity for such laws ade- 
quately to discharge the responsibility. 
And who- is better fitted to advise, 
frame and submit such laws? The 
sanitary engineer, or plumber, who has 
devoted his life to a study of this 
science surely is the man to be depend- 
ed on. 

Civilization, therefore, depends on 
sanitation. Sanitation, the progress of 
this science, depends on the plumbing 
craft.’ The public depends on the 
plumber more than it will ever know. 
‘Sie is willing, steady, trustworthy and 
an absolutely essential factor to our 
civilization. Why not appreciate his 
services by giving him the credit due 
him? He supports the platform on 
which you live and move and have your 
being. He is responsible for the rapid 
strides made in the plumbing of your 
homes. Be honest and fair with him 
and by so doing you will be honest with 
yourself. 

Exhaustive studies and surveys of the 
sanitary housing, working and living 
conditions of people in the United 
States were made about 1860. They 
were instituted primarily by the medi- 
cal fraternity, their object being’ to 
stamp out contagious disease and epi- 
demics which often threatened to wipe 
out whole communities. As a result of 
these investigations we have today 
health and housing commissions func- 
tioning throughout the land. 

With the advancement made in the 
modes of travel, the opening up of new 
fields of endeavor and the over-crowd- 
ing immigration, our villages rapidly 
assumed the proportions of towns, and 
our towns of cities. Then it was that 
commissions, doctors, engineers and 
plumbers realized the necessity of 
adequate sanitation, if the health of 
the people was to be conserved and 
living in congested districts was to he 
made possible. The old methods be- 
came inadequate. 

The first water works in the United 
States supplying public water service 
was installed in 1820. In 1855 Chicago 
installed a system of sewers, the first 
in America. Many cities in the country 
now have public baths, with the first 
one recorded established a little more 
than 30 years ago. The advance has 
been great indeed. 

Today you walk into your homes and 
you find beautiful fixtures, adequate 
water supply and adequate and abso- 
lutely sanitary systems, producing com- 
fort, ease and refinement. Frequent 
bathing has become part of our na- 
tional life, with a corresponding in- 
ee in the health of the entire peo- 
ple. 

Let us review a little the results of 
Our advance in sanitation during the 
last few years. The world war was 
fought under the most trying mental 
and physical conditions, yet deaths 
from disease did not reach one-quarter 
the percentage that succumbed during 

revious wars. This, in spite of the 

act that never before in the history 
of the world were such enormous forces 
of men assembled for conflict. 


Health Aid to Soldiers. 


This is accounted for by the fact that 
the sanitary corps provided adequate 
ganitary conditions in the camps to 
preserve the health of the soldiers. 
They also prepared portable showers to 
bathe the body. A successful army to- 
day advances just as rapidly as the 
sanitary corps. It used to be as fast 
as the commissariat, but in order to 
absorb food men must be in good 
health; thus, with adequate sanitation, 
it is possible for hundreds, and in cases, 
thousands of humans to occupy a single 
etructure.

In 1915 the following facts were de- 
termined by a survey of Johnstown, 
Pa., made by the children’s bureau of 
Washington, under direction of Miss 
Emma Duke: 

That in houses where water had to 


rate among infants was 198.2 per 1,000. 
That in homes where water was piped 
into the house, the death rate shrank 
to 117.6 per 1,000. That in homes where 
no bathtubs were found, the infant 
death rate .was 164.8 per 1,000, where- 
as with bathtubs the death rate shrank 
to less than one-half of that, namely, 
72.6 per 1,000. 

Now the highest medical authorities 
are agreed that the infant death rate 
is probably the most reliable standard 
of judgment as to the health of the 
community. This would tend to prove 
that the bathtub and sanitary plumb- 
ing installations are, indeed, blessings. 


Aided Canal Work. 


The completion of the Panama canal 
was possible only when adequate sani- 
tary arrangements had been provided 
and installed. That great engineer, 
Goethals, with his knowledge of sani- 
tation, ably backed by sanitary engi- 
neers who were able, by reason of their 
knowledge of plumbing and drainage, 
to install systems which proved effec- 
tive, was able to accomplish a task 
which up to that time had been con- 
sidered impossible. 

During the years when the French, 
under their renowned engineer, De- 
Lesseps, attempted to cut through this 
great carral, the workers died from 
disease like flies. No effort had been 
made by those in charge of the project 
to provide the necessary sanitation as 
2 basis for their work. You know how 
it ended in failure, and it will always 
remain a monument to the lack of 
knowledge of sanitation on their part. 
The result proved that proper sanita- 
tion is a better investment than taking 
chances without it. 

The fortunes of many French and 
European families lie buried in the 
mud of the Panama canal, together 
with the bones of hundreds who cast 
their lot with this project.

But Are Reluctant to 
Publish Figures. 


BROADCASTERS’ PLEA 
' |S MADE ON PUBLICITY | 


‘Schumann-Heink’s Concert 
Price Is Quoted at More 
Than $2,500. 


So often the question is asked—How 
“much does this or that great artist or 
musical attraction receive for broad- 
casting? It is difficult to answer, be- 
cause neither the broadcaster nor the 
performer, as a rule, cares to divulge 
the figure. This is due to many rea- 
sons. If the broadcaster pays a top 
notch figure to a certain artist, and 
this amount becomes public, then all 


-other artists who believe themselves 
“to be in that class would feel they 
ought to get the same. 

On the other hand, the artists may 
not care to give out the amount of the 
ifee because it might be less than a fig- 
eure, say quoted to a Cincinnati, Detroit 
.or other middle Western audience. For 
if the artist happens to be in New 
» York, where most of the broadcasting 
-is done, there are no traveling expenses 
involved. 

Likewise, an artist may be able to 
quote a lower figure if the broadcast- 
ing could be fitted into an open night 
or between jumps, while it might be 
‘necessary to spend a night in the 
sleeper reaching the cities mentioned. 


Cut for Publicity. 


. And then, an artist may be inclined 
_to make some reduction in return for 
the tremendous amount of publicity re- 
ceived and possibly the creating of a 
desire on the part of the listener to 
, see or hear the artist in person. It is 
‘said that the manager of Will Rogers 
received a dozen telegraphic inquires 
regarding the price of his lecture en-- 
‘gagements before 10 o’clock on the 
morning following the latter’s last ap- 
pearnace on the air. 

However, there is always quite a 
quibble between the broadcasters and 
artists—as there is betweeo broadcast- 
ers and the composers of copyrighted 
songs—just how much this publicity is 
worth. 

Thus it may readily be seen what a 
difficult thing it is to find out exactly 
what the artist receives. It has proved

A television projector which he be- 
eves will result in a realization of the 
dream of a direct vision of moving 


objects by means of radio, Was Cx- 
plained recently by Dr. E. F. W. Alex- 
anderson, consulting engineer of the 
General Electric Co, and the Radio 
Corporation of America, in an address 
before the St. Louis section of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers. 

Many internationally known scien- 
tists and experimenters have declared 
that television is impossible, but Dr. 
Alexanderson, who has devoted a great 
deal of time to telephotography and 
television, declared “our work already 
has proved that the expectation of 
television is not unreasonable and it 
may be accomplished with means that 
are in our povsession at the present 
day. How long it will take us to at- 
tain practical television I do not ven- 
ture to say.” 

: Done in Two Minutes. 

Radio transmission of a single photo- 
graph has been’ accomplished by Alex- 
anderson in two minutes in the re- 
search laboratories of the General Elec- 
tric Co. Television will require the 
transmission, reception and reproduc- 
tion of a single picture in one-sixteenth 
of a second. One of the fundamental 
difficultiés in the way of a speed of 
siwteen pictures a second is the de- 
Welopment of a projector which will 
Citable any one.to see on a screen the 
movement of objects miles away. 

Dr. Alexanderson explained the tele- 
vision projector which he now has in 
operation in his laboratory and by 
means of which he is hopeful of get- 
ting the 300,000 brush strokes a sec- 
ond that are necessary for producing 
motion pictures, 

“It is easy enough to design a tele- 
vision systom with something like 40,- 
000 picture units a second,” stated Dr. 
Alexanderson, “but the images so ob- 
tained are so crude that they would 
have no practical value.” 


300,000 Units 2 Second. 


“Our work in radio photography has 
hown us that an operating speed of 
200,000 picture units a secnod will be 
y needed to give pleasing results. This 
speeding up of the process is unfor- 
tunately one of those cases where the 
difficulties increase by the square of 
the speed.” 

The method which has been devised 
by Dr. Alexanderson to speed’ up the 
process of moving mechanical parts is 
the use of seven distinct light sources, 
the lights converging in a cluster of 
brilliant Hghts which scan the picture, 
each light painting a crude picture, 
Mut all seven interlacing optically to 
produce a single good picture. 

The model of the television projector 
used by Dr. Alexanderson consists of 


seven light sources converged by an 
optical system to a revolving drum Car- | 
rying 24 mirrors. These mirrors re- 
fiect the light cluster to a screen. Us- 
ing seven lights instead of one, the 
useful illumination is increased 
times. Furthermore, in using seven 
: light beams in multiple, the speed at 
which each light beam must travel 
Ras been reduced at a rate of 7 to 1. 


Ilas Other Advantages, 


In addition to these advantages for 
multiple light beam operation each 
beam needs to move only one-seventh 
as fast and therefore needs to give 
Only ,43,000, instead of 300,000, inde- 
pendent impressions a second. A mod- 
ulation speed of 43,000 a second is 
high with the present radio practice, 
but is yet within reason, being only 
ten times as fast as is used in broad- 
casting, according to Dr. Alexanderson. 

In his plan a complete television sys- 

tem requires an independent control 
of the seven light spots. For this pur- 
pose seven photo-electric cells are lo- 
cated in a cluster at the transmitting 
machine and control a multiplex radio 
system with seven channels. 
A Hammond multiplex system may be 
used with seven intermediate carrier 
waves which are scrambled and sent 
out by a single transmitter and then 
lunscrambled at the receiving station so 
that each controls one of the seven 
light beams. 


Results in Pictures. 


Dr, Alexanderson, in discussing radio 
photography, showed some of the re- 
sults he had obtained in the radio 
transmission of pictures using both the 
modulated and interrupted signal. 
Under the former system any broad- 
casting station can transmit “ photo- 
graphs for distances as great as music 
of good quality can be transmitted by 
that station. For long-distance trans- 
mission the short\wave, telegraphic sys- 
tem may be used. Reception of pic- 
tures by telegraphy is independent of 
signal strength. 

Thus if the signal is strong enough 
to be recorded at all it gives the same 
kind of records at the maximum as at 
the minimum signal intensity. This 
makes the recording tndependent of 
fading. 

Furthermore, if the signals are 
stronger than the prevailing static it 
is possible to eliminate the effects of 
static by introducing a threshold value 
of signal strength in the receiver and 
nothing ‘is received unless the signal 
exceeds this value.

LAW SCHOOL MEN BACK 
FROM CHICAGO SESSION 
Debates Between Morris and 
Gould Societies Will 
Begin Tuesday. 


All departments of Georgetown uni- 
versity reopened last week after thé 
midyear vacation, the various faculties 
being busy in preparation for thé 
forthcoming examinations. These be- 
gin January 22, at the college and con-

Midyear examinations in 
ithe professional schools start the same 
week.

A strong 
position was taken by the association 
members at this meeting with respect 
to standards of admission at member 
schools. The Georgetown Law school, 
having qualified as a class A institution 
several years ago, is beginning to re- 
cover from the loss in students neces- 
sarily following the requirement of two 
years college work before a student can 
be entered. 


Public Debate Tuesday. 


The first of a series of public debates 
at the law school will be held Tuesday 
evening between two Aeams represent- 
ing the Morris and Gould Debating 
societies. These are the successors to 
the Senior and Junior Debating socie- 
ties and are named after two former 
faculty members, the late Justice Mar- 
tin F. Morris, of the District Court of 
Appeals, and the late Justice Ashley M.

TRANSACTIONS IN YEAR 


as Among Greatest 
in History. 


Real estate transactions during the 
past year reached about $100,000,000. 
It is impossible to get the exact figures 
of the tremendous value of real estate 
development and real estate transac- 
tions handled by Washington real 
estate men during what was perhaps 
the greatest all around year in the de- 
velopment of the National Capital.

on co-opeartive ownership plan, and 
issue stock in the corporation for the 
value of the building. The total stock 
may be divided into, preferred stock to 
represent the amount of the first trust 
and common stock to represent the 
remaining equity. The total amount of 


stock is theh proportionately divided 
into blocks to represent the value of 
the various apartments in the building. 

When the builder sells the building 
to the corporation, he receives there- 
for the stock. The builder then in turn 
sells the blocks of stock representing 
the value of the various apartments to 
owner-occupants. Of course, the build- 
er should be mindful of the qualifica- 
tions of the purchasers to whom he 
sells. As a rule, the best operators re- 
quire references for the protection of 
the. owner-occupants. When the build- 
ing is put in full operation by the 
builder, a meeting of the owner-occu- 
pants is called and a board of direc- 
tors is elected from their number. This 
board has the power under the by-laws 
to supervise: the management of the 
building, which is usually done by a 
real estate managing’ department, and 
make such rules and regulations as 
they deem necessary from time to 
time. 

As a dividend on his stock, the own- 
er-occupant receives by virtue of a 
stockholder’s lease, permanent occu- 
pancy of his particular apartment. 
Under his lease he is' required, of course, 
to pay his proportionate part of the 
operating expense on the building, 
such as taxes, insurance, heat, &c. 

Suppose we have an apartment build- 
ing containing ten apartments of five 
rooms and bath'each. Let us say\the 
total value of the building is $100,- 
000, which would make each apartment 
worth $10,000. Such a butiding is 
usually financed as follows: A first 


000 and $20,000 cash. Each purchaser 
is requifed to pay $2,000 cash (which 
is the one-fifth cash required) and give 
back his note for $8,000, which covers 
the amount of the remaining indebted- 
ness. This $8,000 is payable at the 
rate of $80 per month, including inter- 
est at 6 per cent. The usual cost of 
operation for an apartment of this size 
is about $20 per month, which makes 
his total monthly payment $100. The 
rent on an apartment of this character 
and size would rent for $95 per month. 
By buying his apartment, the purchaser 
saves $60 per month of the $80 paid 
monthly on his deferred note, which 
is a net saving of $55 on the $95 he 
would have to pay in rent on the same 
apartment. By investing $2,000 he is 
enabled to save over half of the normal 
rent.

We have succeeded in placing a 
number of persons, from ofice boys to 
managers of departments, with salaries 
ranging from small weekly compensa- 
tions to thousands of dollars per an- 
num. 

For several years those interested in 
the real estate business in the District 
of Columbia have been deprived of the 
advantages of a publication setting 
forth in accurate form an abstract of 
deeds, deeds of trust and other instru- 
ments filed for record in the recorder 
of deeds’s office. A local firm indicated 
its desire to publish in mimeograph 
form an accurate record of this charac- 
ter, but was unable to secure a suffi- 
ciently large list of subscribers to justi- 
fy the cost of the publication. 


Publication to Go On. 


The board, recognizing the advantage 
of such a record, undertook to assist in 
building his list of subscribers to a 
point where a loss would not be sus- 
tained on the project. The assistance 
of our committee which had the matter 
in charge was exceedingly helpful, and 
our latest information is that the pub- 
lishers are not sustaining any particu- 
lar loss and the continuance of the 
issuing of this record may be expected. 

The practice of the District authori- 
ties in issuing certificates which set 
forth the status of taxes on certain 
properties is designed to give correct 
information in that particular. for 
some time past, however, the service in 
furnishing these certificates has been 
so slow as to cause embarrassment to 
realtors and others in their transac- 
tions. A committee of the board was 
appointed to look into the situation and 
if possible faciljtate the issuance of 
these certificates. 

Our committee has devoted consider- 
able time in discussing this matter with 
the commissioners and with those in 
charge of the tax division and have re- 
ceived the assurance of those in au- 
thority that an endeavor will be made 
to furnish the certificates within a 
much shorter period. We are advised 
by a number of offices that the tax 


certificates are being issued in a some- 
what shorter time and it is expected 
that further improvement will be aoted 
in the future. 

The board has had a part in several 
matters of civic and community inter- 


but many of our individual members 
have made substantial subscriptions. 
The board as an organization, is as- 
sisting in the support of the Washing- 
ton convention bureau which has done 
the able and efficierit work of bringing 
to Washington a number of conven- 
tions and meetings of various xinds. 
Toward the support of this enterprise 
the board has contributed the sum of 
$250.

Aid For Florida Sufferers. 


Bearing in mind the distress of the 
many thousands of persons in Florida, 
owing to the recent disaster, and realiz- 
ing that many realtors may be included 
in the number of needy, the executive 
committee at its meeting ordered an ap- 
propriation in a substantial amount to 
the American Red Cross, to be used by 
it in relief work in the stricken area. 

During the week of October 18 to 23, 

e Better Homes and Building expo- 
sition was held inthe Washington audi- 
torium. This exposition was sponsored 
by the board and was undertaken by 
the executive committee believing that 
an exposition of this character prop- 
erly conducted would create a desire on 
the part of many to own their own 
homes and on the part of others to 
own better homes than they now 
occupy. ‘The Exposition Service, Inc., 
of Philadelphia, was engaged to man- 
age this exposition. 

The law of the District of Columbia 
and municipal regulations governing 
real estate signs in the District is at 
the present time not altogether satis- 
factory to the real estate broker. The 
present law prevents the placing of any 
sign on public parking, which, when 
applied to many sections of the city, 
means that no sign can be placed be- 
tween the building line and the curb. 

The regulations promulgated by the 
commissioners in their present status 
require a permit from the building in- 
spector for all signs which exceed 6 
square feet in area and that with a 
permit no sign with a greater area than 
9 square feet can be erected, except in 
the outlying unsubdivided or newly 
subdivided sections of the District 
where no sign exceeding 100 square 
feet shall be permitted. 

Throughout the summer a campaign 
by the police department has been car- 
ried on and many real estate brokers 
have been put to great inconvenience 
and labor in correcting their signs to 
meet with this regulation. A number 
of conferences have been held with the 
commissioners and the inspector of 
buildings, and a committee of the board 
is now endeavoring to work out a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of this question. 

It is hoped that we may succeed in 
getting a regulation which will permit 
the erection of signs of sufficient size 
for general use without a permit and 
provide for signs under a permit of 
sufficiently large size on new develop- 
ments, both of subdivision and con- 
struction character. It is hoped to ob- 
tain an amendment by Congress to the

expensive finish. Study the chances 
of a change in the neighborhood for 
better or worse. This factor is peculiar- 
ly important in Washington inasmuch 
as we have a race problem. Some places 
have been very bad, but by going in and 
tearing out whole blocks, the builder is 
sometimes able to rebuild the neigh- 
borhood—reclaim it so to speak. This 
is going on in certain downtown sec- 
tions of Washington. In the coopera- 
tive field, the firm attempting this 
should be very sound and strong fi- 
nancially and with a successful back- 
ground, because there are many points 
of resistance that are not as easily 
overcome as in the rental field. 

Other points to consider are the usual 
ones—transportation—distance from 
the shopping districts, bath neighbor- 
hood and city—schools and churches. 
The view is important and the buying 
public like quiet. 

No. 2. Planning is very !mportant, 
and a good experienced architect is 
economy in the long run. A good plan 
means good sales and a poor plan may 
spell disaster. It is well to have the 
architect consult the builder’s sales 
force to ascertain what is selling best 
in the particular locality—what size 
apartments would be most apt to sell— 
whether the buying public wants cheap 
walk-up buildings or expensive fire- 
proof elevator buildings. Right here 
let me say that I think it should be 
a uniform policy to build cooperative 
apartments on a fireproof basis or near- 
ly so. The human element and risk 
should be minimized as much as pos- 
sible. Careful thought should be given 
to light and air. The zoning laws in 
most cities today are a protection to 
the buyer in new buildings, but it still 
requires thought, because a dark or 
poorly. ventilated apartment will not 
sell as readily as if it were light and 
cheery. 

In a new building there should be 
some laxity in the plan for changes. 
If possible the units should be so ar- 
ranged that a room may be added 
or taken off and still have a salable 
remnant. In large buildings where 
there are some large apartments and 
some small apartments, it is wise to 
provide some guest rooms for the ac- 
commodation of the owners of thesmall 
apartments. Purchasers, as a rule, 
want porches, open fireplaces and a 
large living room. The building should 
be as nearly sound proof as possible, 
which avoids a lot of grief that will 
otherwise arise when Mr. Jones is try- 
ing to sleep and Mrs. Jiggs is trying to 
sing. 

No. 3. In financing a cooperatively 
owned building the builder should be 
extremely careful that it is soundly 
financed. It is the general practice to 
place a first mortgage on the building 


cess is refunded to the purchaser. 

In buildings where the units, or 
apartments, are small and the major- 
ity are apt to buy on terms, it is gen- 
erally the practice to place a second 
trust on the building and proportion it 
out over the various apartments. In 
this case it should not be over 30 per 
cent of the total value and each pur- 
chaser should be required to make a 
cash payment of 20 per cent. After 
paying his cash payment the purchaser 
then pays a2 monthly payment on the 
balance, which is about 1 per cent per 
month of the price of the apartment. 

The cost of operation should be esti- 
mated very carefully and experts in 
this line should be consulted. The cost 
of operation varies in proportion to the 
standard at which the tenants elect 
to operate the building. If the tenants 
want better service they pay in pro- 
portion for it. In the cost of opera- 
tion are included the following items: 

1. Coal. 

2. Taxes. 

3. Wages of employes. 

4. Insurance. 

5. Electricity for public halls and ele- 
vators if in building. 

6. Cost of supplies. 

T. Removal of trash and ashes. 

8. Gas for janitor. 

9. Miscellaneous for repairs to ex- 
terior of building and public halls, 
basement and plumbing and heating 
systems. 3 

No. 4. To, arrive at a fair price for 
a given apartment in a building the 
builder has several items to consider. 

1. Location and surroundings of the 
building itself. 

2. The cost of the entire building. 

3. The total usable floor area in all 


of the apartments in the building. 


4 The proportion of the floor area 
of a given apartment to the floor area 
of the entire building. This proportion 
is used to arrive at the value a given 
apartment bears to the value of the 
entire building. 

5. The value of a given apartment 
will vary in accordance with the de- 
sirability from the standpoint of out- 
look, exposure, and floor location in 
the building. 

‘No. 5 In organizing a co-operative 
apartment corporation it is of vast im- 
portance to use as a basis the standard 
forms of the National Real Estate 
Boards. By doing this the buying public 
will have standardized for them 
throughout the United States one gen- 
eral plan. These forms were adopted by 
the 1924 convention of the National 
Real Estate Boards held in Washington. 
Some of the best legal minds in the 
country after exhaustive study, formu- 
lated the adopted plan of organization. 
They are subjett, of course, to slight 
changes to meet local laws and condi- 
tions.

Sir John Lavery Praises Archi- 
tecture of Great Struc- 
tures in Metropolis. 


FINDS NEW DEPARTURES 


New York architecture “has become 
@ subject fit for the brush of a Turner,” 
according to an English view quoted 
by the London correspondent of the 
Journal of the American Institute o 
Architects. 

“The opinions on American architec- 
ture of distinguished travelers return- 
ing from the United States are always 
interesting, particularly in the case of 
an artist like Sir John Lavery, who has 
recently been giving his impressions at 
& meeting of the English-speaking 
Union,” he says. 

“Sir John’s wife ig a native of Chi- 
cago, but it is still safe to assume that 
his remarks on New York are free from 
bias. Sir John’s early impression of 
New York was that of a succession of 
enormous prison-like blocks, but he 
now finds that it shows a newer and 
more beautiful architecture and kas 
become a subject fit for the brush of a 
Turner, 

“He believes that America has every 
reason to be proud of her architects, as 
well as her sculptors and caeeaggy on 
painters. Mr. Gilbert Frankau, the 
‘novelist, is another traveler who ad- 
mires American achievements in build- 
ing. 
He alludes to the Washington Mon- 
ument as ‘the recently completed Lin- 
coln obelisk,’ but little slips like that 
do not make his impression that we 
kave much to learn from American 
buildings any the less worth recording.”

MORE THAN INCOME 


Levies Absorb Above 12 Per 
Cent Yearly in New York, 
Review Shows. 


A review of the report of the New 
York State commitee on taxation and

“Tabulating tax increases in New 
York from the official records,’ the 
review says, “It thus appears that for) 
the entire period (1850 to 1924) taxes | 
have been expanding 1 1-6 times as | 
rapidly as income. Assuming that the |

would absorb the entire income of the. 
people at the end of 300 years.” 

Since 1919 the percentage of income 
absorbed by taxes has been more than 
12 per cent a year in New York State, | 


rising to 19.5 per cent in 1921, falling | 
| however, to 12.1 per cent in 1923. 


The study points out, however, that | 
the growth of private income during | 
the year 1919 to 1923, during which 
the rate of taxes to income reached the 
than at any | 
time in the history of New York, ex- | 
cept for the decade 1880-1890. 

“This seems to indicate,”’ the study 
“that the high taxes have | 
not yet seriously affected private en- 
terprises in the State, or in other words | 
that the limit of the State’s taxable | 
capacity has not yet been reached.”

At the Quinze-Vingt, in one of the 
old quarters of Paris, blind persons 
more than 40 years old, of both sexes, 
are given quarters, but they must pro- 
vide the furniture. They are given 
free bread and varying allowancs. Sev- 
eral thousand blind living outside are 
pensioned.

ZONING |S VITAL MATTER, 
NEW JERSEY BODY SAYS 


Supreme Court Decision Up-| 


holding Police Power in 
Ordinances Is Cited. 


BOARDS’ SUPPORT ASKED 


Holding that the establishment of 
municipal zoning is one of the most 
important matters before the Ameri- 
can public, the New Jersey Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards has de- 
clared itself strongly for an amend- 


ment to the constitution of New Jer- 
sey to enable cities of the State to 
reestablish zoning protection for 
their home sections and business and 
industrial areas. . 

The recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court upholding the 
constitutionality of the exercise of 
the police power through zoning or- 
dinances and approving such exercise 
in principle is cited by the New Jer- 
sey association. The State body calls 
on its member boards and on friends 
of the orderly and sound development 
of cities to support action which 
would bring New Jersey back into the 
ranks of States which have zoning 
enabling acts. 

Zoning progress in New Jersey has 
been paralyzed for some time by ad- 
verse decisions of the State courts, 
culminating in an adverse decision by 
the court of errors and appeals, the 
highest court in the State. 

Three resolutions proposing various 
forms of amendment to the State 
constitution to reestablish zoning will 
be considered by the legislature of 
the State at its coming session. The 
New Jersey Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards indorses the _ proposal 
known as Senate Concurrent Resolu- 
tion No. 12 as the most complete 
which has been presented, and calls 
for concentration of support on that 
measure, and for a campaign of edu- 
cation by member real estate boards 
tu bring to public consciousness the 
necessity of the proposed legislation 

The New Jersey association called 
for repeal of the New Jersey inherit- 
ance tax law, and commended the 
action of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards in its effort to 
secure changes which 
present injustices and inequalities in 
the Federal revenue act of 1926 in

Gasoline dealers draw 
off static charges from their trucks by 
supplying them with metal chains 
which trail on the ground and convey 
any static generated to the earth. 

Static is described as lightning in 
miniature and, like lightning, hurls its 
spark at unexpected’ times and places. 
For that specific reason no general rule 
can be offered as a safeguard against 
its danger. Yet the average car owner 
will do well to observe a few general 
precautions:

The closed car in a measure is a travel- 
ing sounding board and noises and vi- 
brations that went unnoticed in the 
open type automobile become very pro- 
nounced in the inclosed car. At the 
same time the closed car stepped to the 
front in public approval, high speed en- 
gines with smaller bore came into 
vogue. They demanded greater free- 
dom from vibration because with their 
more rapid explosions the vibration 
that had been inherent in the slower 
speed type of motor became a matter of 
grave concern. 


Vibration Largely Overcome. 


The question of vibration has been 
overcome in a large measure by better 
balance of working parts. Elimination 
of heavy pistons has been a contribut- 
ing factor, but perhaps the greatest of 
them all has been the adoption of a 
heavier crankshaft by all manufactur- 


ers. A few years ago it was thought we 
had about reached the limit in crank- 
shaft size, but today they are about 
three times the diameter they were 
then. 

Another tendency toward vibration 
elimination has been the adoption of 
more main bearings by some, and the 
increase in the size of the bearing 
surface’by those who have not ‘changed 
the number. 

Counter weights and _ vibration 
dampers have been added by many 
manufacturers with the hope of elim- 
inating the slightest possibility of 
vibration. Connecting rods are bal- 
anced today as they never were before. 

Engine vibration telegraphs itself 
through the car from one part to the 
other and appears at all sorts of spots 
where it is picked up by the parts that 
are in tune with’ the particular vibra- 
tion -set up by the engine. Sometimes 
it is the lamps, again it may be the 
fenders, the floor boards, a door or even 
a window. With the elimination of 
this troublesome feature of motor car 
design, the other essential factor. de- 
manded by the buying public, quiet- 
is easy of atcomplishment. It 
simply means seeing that the body is 
built substantially, that the same is 
properly fastened ta the frame, and, 
in, turn, that the fenders and lamps 
are properly secured to the frame 
and body.

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Work Community Playgrounds 
in Preventing Young America 
From Association With Improper 


Influences Is Stressed in Plea Sor | 


Aid for Play- 


ground and 
Recreation As- 
seciation of 
America. 


HE organized playground is re- 
ducing juvenile delinquency in 
many cities, according to Mrs. 
Theodore Douglas Robinson, Washing- 
ton sponsor of the annual appeal for 
the work of the Playground and Rec- 
reation Association of America. 
Citing data from the 1926 report of 
the association, Mrs. Robinson gave a 
number of instances of the decrease in 
delinquency as a result of recreation 
programs. In Orlando, Fla.,, C. L. 
Wheeler, probation officer of Orange 
county, wrote the superintendent of 
recreation as follows: “You will no 
doubt be interested in knowing what

and Recreation association movement. 


effect your summer playground pro- 
gram has had on the juvenile delin- 
quency of the city. During the past 
summer, the work of the juvenile court 
has been carried on to the fullest ex- 
tent and wherever there was a suspl- 
cion of breeding delinquency, the court 
official has stepped in and tried to do 
preventive work so that the scope of 
cases covered this past summer was 
much broader than that of the previous 
summer, and considering this fact, the 
number of cases dealt with during this 
past summer should be larger than 
previous summers. However, that is 
not the case, and I sincerely believe it 
has been the influence of your play- 
ground program that has prevented this 
increase in cases.” 

When the bathing beaches of Hunt- 
ington, W. Va., were opened in the 
summer of 1925, delinquency dropped 
92 per cent, according to John Brad- 
ford, who made a recreation survey of 
‘the community. He found that delin- 
quency centered in sections out of 
reach of parks and playground facili- 
ties and that it was in sections of the 
city without playgrounds. 

The character training value of rec- 
reation is so well recognized in Bristol, 
Va., that delinquent boys are paroled in 
charge of the recreation superinten- 
dent.

“The character of the people 
has not changed, but when there are no 
idle youngsters on the street Satan has 
a sorry time finding hands to do his 
work.” 

Since the organization of playgrounds 
and the establishment of junior police 


through the playground boys, juvenile ° 


delinquency has been reduced 75 per 
cent in El Dorado, Ark., according to a 
statement by the chief of police of that 
city last March. 

These typical statistics from the 
quantity of evidence constantly received 
by the association are fortified by the 
testimony of police officials in many 
communities. ake 
POLICE COMMISSIONER GEORGE 

B. McLAUGHLIN, of New York 
city, appealed for more athletics for 
boys as a crime preventive in a talk 
last December. “The sidewalks of New 
York are famed in song and story, but 
the sidewalks of New York are often 
breeding places for youthful criminals,” 
he said. “The boy who wants to escape 
the drabness of home surroundings, who 
has no personal contact with athletics, 
is the first to fall prey to the lure of 


fancied, easy living through the medium 


of crime. There has never been a time 
in the history of this country <when an 
interest in sports was more essential 
than now to the well being of the boys 
of the big cities and to those communi- 
ties themselves.” | 

Not only in the large cities, but also 
in the small is the importance of recre- 
ation as a character builder recognized. 
In Rock Island, Il., the police matron, 
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Mrs. Nellie Beardsley, stated that in- 
vestigations had shown that children in 
Rock Island living great distances from 
recreation centers and playgrounds were 
largely responsible for offenses called to 
her attention during the year. “The 
children brought to my notice for minor 
offenses were those who played in alleys 
or roamed through the downtown stores 
and streets,’ Mrs. Beardsley said. “Chil- 
dren who were engaged in games and 
contests on the playgrounds were too 
busy to seek an outlet for their energies 
in wrong doing.” 

Pointing out that 75 per cent of the 
criminals in our large cities are youths 
under 22 years of age, Mrs. Robinson 
says that the discipline of the play- 
ground must be substituted for the dis- 
cipline of the woodpile and other fam- 
ily chores which were common among 
previous generations. In her opinion, 
games and athletics instill loyalty, and 
loyalty to family, community, and na- 
tion is a crying need today. 

The National Recreation association 
for which Mrs. Robinson asks contribu- 
tions, was organized in this city in 1906, 
with President Theodore Roosevelt as 
honorary president. Since then, the 
number of cities reporting organized 
recreation has increased from 41 to 748. 
For many years the association has sent 
out field workers to help communities 
establish year. round programs for 
public play primarily for children and

young people. The movement has spread 
to Canada and many foreign countries. 
More than 20,000 questions on general 
or technical problems relating to play- 
grounds and recréation are answered by 
the association’s correspondence bureau 
every year.

MONG the accomplishments in the 
work of the organization last year 
were the establishment of an advisory 
service in physical education for the 
State departments of physical education 
throughout the country ; founding of the 
National Recreation school in New York 
city to train recreation executives; the 
administration of the playground beau- 
tification contest in which 189 communi- 
ties competed; a national study. of 
municipal and county parks and forests, 
and supplying services of field secre- 
taries to several hundred cities. and 
towns. A committee under the leader- 
ship of the association made an im- 
portant report to the President’s confer- 
ence on outdoor recreation on the sub- 
ject of outdoor recreation for industrial] 
employes. 

Important among the needs which the 
association seeks to meet is the recruit- 
ing and training of more recreation 
leaders in order that the programs of 
public play may be rapidly extended and 
enriched, thus supplying the character 
building activities so effective in pre- 
venting delinquency.

HE past year has been one of great 
achievement in the municipal play- 


ground department which cares for the 
spare time of Washington children. Mrs. 
Susie Root Rhodes, supervisor of play- 
grounds, completed her tenth year in 
that position April 16 last and it was a 
fitting landmark to her service to have 
the tenth year of her activity in play- 
grounds one of the greatest since the 
establishment of playfields in the Dis- 
trict. 

One step forward made by the play- 
grounds which culminated efforts of ten 
years on the part of Mrs. Rhodes was 
the obtaining of twelve months appoint- 
ment for the directors. In past years 
the directors were appointed for ten 
months, from March 1 to December 31. 
January and February were idle months 
for the play leaders and they naturally 
were not paid. 

One of the first demonstrations of the 
playground department after it opened 
March 1 was’an exhibition of industrial 
work at the Auditorium in conjunction 
with the Washington Chamber of Com- 
merce, which exhibited articles manu- 
factured in the District. The play- 
ground exhibition included pottery, 
basketry, dresses, aprons, clay models 
and bead work, all made by children on 
playgrounds. 

Toward the end of March the annual 
competitive leagues for girls and boys 
in schlag and baseball, respectively, was 
organized by the playground depart- 
ment in the elementary schools. Fifty- 
two schlag teams and 64 baseball teams 
entered and were divided into seven di- 
visions or leagues. Champions of each 
were decided by playing through a 
schedule of games and in baseball a 
city series was played. Park View 
school won the city championship in 
baseball. 

One function of the playground de- 
partment is to train its own workers in 
a class known as the playground train- 
ing class. The 1926 class was conducted 
under a different system from former 
years. Instead of having the class ona 
playground, all applicants: for play- 
ground work were notified to report tg 
a gymnasium by Mrs. Rhodes on the 
first Saturday in March and from then 
until the middle of June the class was 
met by ‘Miss Maude N. Parker, director 
of girls’ activities in the playground de- 
partment, to receive instructions. in 
games, playground discipline, play- 
ground routine, &c. 

Sixty-six girls took the course under 
Miss Parker and at its completion were 
sent to the various playgrounds to ob- 
serve. The best of the class were ap- 
pointed to summer work on the fem- 
porary playfields. The summer schedule 
started July 1 and a program of inter 
and intra playground sports was ar- 
ranged. 

For both boys and girls tennis tourna- 
ments on each ground and interplay- 
ground tournaments were held. Swim- 
ming contests between grounds were 
conducted.

“The British Royal family, with that con- 
servatism that is traditional at the) Court of 
St. James, use cards similar to the early ones, 
and quite as unrelated to the seadgon. True 
to the English caste system, their }cards are 
grinted in four sizes, the largestgfor such 


grand folks as @ukes and viscounts, the 
smallest for such comparatively humble souls 
as knights of various kinds and masters of 
the hounds. Nor do they trust too much to 
the knowledge of their subjects, no matter 
how exalted their station. Each card bears 
a detailed account of the historic event or 
place pictured thereon.

“I might describe my feeling for France 
and the French,’’ says Mr. Barton, ‘after long 
and sober reflection and a desperate effort to 
remain calm and matter of fact, as a sort of 
blind adoration. If the country is not an 
earthly paradise for civilized souls and if the 
people possess any faults that are not vir- 
tues, I am moonstruck and delirious. 

“The word ‘Frenchy’ seems to sum up the 
average American’s idea of France.

It conjures pictures of very short 
skirts, crossed legs and pink knees brazenly 
bared to the eyes of tourists strolling along 
the boulevards; of flashing black eyes and 
crimson, pouting lips that lure butter-and- 
egg men. 

“But that is not the real France, for the 
average French woman is really very old- 
fashioned according to American standards. 
When she is in a public place, her skirts are 
modestly pulled down over her knees. She 
has no eyes for any one except her husband. 

“The American flapper is an almast un- 
believable type to the French. ‘They can not 
understand how a girl can be so ‘immodest’ 
in dress, manner and her free-and-easy com- 
panionship with men. The typical French 
parents would cut their throats in shame if 
their daughters were known to go joy riding 
with boy friends and pet and drink as so 
many of our girls do. 

‘‘As hot-blooded and ‘snappy’ as the people 
of France are supposed to be, they are actu- 
ally much too moral. Why, it is as much 
as a French woman’s reputation is worth for 
her to be seen sitting at a table in a sidewalk 
cafe, and only the women who do not care 
take such chances. 

“The French woman hakée a wonderful 
wife. She has studied men as the women of 
no other nation have. She puts her personal 
happiness aside to work for the man; her aim 
is to make a pleasant home for her husband, 
not to dicker about 50-50 arrangements or 
noisily campaign for what has been termed 
‘economic equality.’ 

“She takes marriage very, very seriously 
and is almost 4nvariably the soul ‘of loyalty 
to her husband. And should he make an 
occasional ‘social error’ she is liberal in her 
attitude. The art’ of making men happy in 
wedlock is a delicate art, and the women of 
France are past masters at it.’’ 

Mr. Barton speaks French like a native of 
Paris and his courtship was conducted en- 
tirely in the language of the beauty he was 
wooing.

ERY little can be known as yet of the

A number of the great creators are on 
the Riviera studying the trend of the fash- 
ons before returning to make their models 
conform strictly to the spirit of the times as 
they conceive it to be in the South, where 
the first notes of spring styles and also o!

The Provencal poet Mistrial wrote: ‘‘The 
spring time is born between Nice and Monte 
Carlo.” In the world of fashions this line is 
accredited with more truth than poetry, for 
now, when the south of France is all abloom 
with thousands of exotic flowers and the tall 
palms wave to and fro in the languid air 
from the Mediterranean, the ‘“‘beau monde” 
flock thereto, where, first of all, on the con- 
tinent, the dressed women of 
KMurope meet the spring.

When garden-lovers speak of the beauty of 
their plants the great majority have in mind 
nothing but the colors and forms of the actual 
blossoms. Only the discerning few will call 

our attention to any other phase of the love- 
syn which their borders present. 

It is undeniably true that the most striking 
features of the majority of plants are fioral 
ones, but when one goes a little more deeply 
into the subject one quickly finds hitherto un- 
realized beauty in the foliage. Apart from 
those species whose claims to attention lie 
wholly in their leaves, such as palms, ferns, 
coleus, dracaenas and crotons, many that are 
grown chiefly for their blossoms have an al- 
most equal loveliness of foliage.

HOUSEKEEPING 


Two stern fatts face the woman today who 
wishes an orderly household where hospital- 
ity may be easily extended. The first is that 
domestic servants are becoming increasingly 
scarce. The second is that space is becoming 
increasingly expensive. 

The solution of service for the large group 
of women who are managing small homes on 
small budgets seems to be the part-time or 
“‘visiting’’ servant. In every community there 
are women who are not of the usual servant 
type but who find it necessary or convenient 
to work a few hours a day. Their needs dove- 
tail into the needs of the small-apartment 
housekeeper. 

They have their own homes, and therefore 
it is not necessary to supply that extra “‘serv- 
ant’s room.’’ The, small-apartment house- 
keeper usually does not need all-day service, 
and the woman of this new-servant group 
does not want all-day employment. Perfect 
cooperation can be attained and enjoyed. 

There still remains the problem of bring- 
ing togeilcr the housekeeper of the small 
apartment and the woman who is willing and 
trained to do domestic service for a limited 
number of hours daily. In many cities and 
towns at present local clubs of women are 
investigating this situation and are organiz- 
ing exchanges of this sort. 

For special entertaining one may sum- 


mon a staff equal to the occasion. A message 
to headquarters brings a representative who 


calls to ask details, to look at kitchen and 
dining facilities, and to take the menu or 
plan it if desired. The hostess has no though! 
of the impending meal until the groceries 
ordered by the as yet unseen cook arrive. In 
plenty of time before the dinner hour tlie 
cook comes, to be followed later by a smartly 
uniformed maid who serves a_ perfectly 
cooked meal in a manner as correct as that 
in vogue among the maids in the best fami- 
lies. The party over, the service folds its 
working paraphernalia into its eminently re- 
spectable black bag and departs even less

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Courage to Accompany Unhappy Kathleen

NE summer night, in a shadowy wood 

not very far from Manchester, the 

courage of young Bill Hallows failed 
him. 

With his childish sweetheart lying dead 
at his feet, and the death potion at his lips, 
he looked into eternity and was afraid. 

He forgot the wrong he’d done her; he 
forgot his promise to her; he forgot their 
suicide pact. 

Taking just enough of the poison to make 
him ill, he staggered out to the highway and 
went stumbling back toward Manchester. On 
cue road he met a countryman who found 
him mumbling and crying to himself. 

‘My girl and I,” he raved at the pedestrian, 

ve plamned to do away with ourselves, but I 
‘culdn’t seem to make it at the end! 

‘Kathleen, though, she’s done for. 
~ing back there in the lane!”’ 

Kathleen Primrose Wheeldon was, indeed, 
lying back there in the lane. She had not 
failed, nor broken the pact. When they’d 
talked it over, before they went to the woods 
together, she’d told him she was satisfied he’d 
never be able to get rid of his wife and live 
openly with her, and life without him was 
unendurable. And she had meant it. 

“Women in love get that way sometimes,”’ 
as the prosecutor told the jury that tried 
faint-hearted William Arthur Hallows for 
murder a few days ago. 

The jurors, after looking at the _pitiful 
little mementoes of the 16-year-old girl who 
found life gone stale before it was fairly 
started, found him guilty. 

It was the first prosecution of its kind in 
that part of the kingdom in years, and many 
interesting questions were raised. Mr. G. 
Eastham, K. C., who prosecuted, was very

bitter as he described the man who “welch- 
ed’’ on the suicide agreement. He declared 
that there had been too many such cases and 
it was time the cowardly survivors were 
punished. 

“A man who encourages an infatuated 
woman to kill herself,’’ he said, “promising 
to die with her, or follow her into eternity, 
and then has a saving second thought, is a 
murderer of the deepest dye. 

“Never in my experience have I prose- 
cuted a criminal case with a clearer con- 
science.”’ 

In bringing in a verdict of guilty, the jury 
respectfully added a rider asking for clem- 
ency. } 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, who had fol- 
lowed the evidence closely, listened respect- 
fully to the suggestion. Then while the 
prisoner’s wife fainted and other women 
screamed, he thoughtfully donned the black 
cap and sentenced the prisoner at the bar 
to die. 

So William Arthur Hallowsawill ‘‘join his 
love in .the beyond’’ in spite of himself. 

All over England, the interest in the Hal- 
lows prosecution has been intense. Suicide 
pacts, which used to be regarded as ‘“‘so 
American,’ have become disconcertingly fre- 
quent here, particularly since the war. As 
Prosecutor Eastham said, often one party to 
such a pact will falter at the last moment, 
after the other lover has kept his or her word 
and died. In some instances these faint- 


COLLECTORS ARE HUMAN 
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Curious rules of an old English club are 
cited by Royal Cortissoz, art critic, in com- 


menting on the exceeding humanness of art 
collectors in his department in the December 
Scribner’s Magazine. 

“Your eighteenth-century 
man,” says Mr. Cortissoz, “‘penetrated the for- 
eign market with a certain pride of opinion. 
He made much of experience. There is a 
world of meaning in one of the regulations 
adopted by the Society of Dilettanti, founded 
in 1734: ‘No person can be proposed to be 
admitted of this society but by a member woo 
has been personally acquainted with him or 
her in Italy.’ I love some of their old pro- 
nouncements. Ten years later there was a 
curious addition made to the decree just 
cited: ‘It is the opinion of the society that 
Avignon is in Italy.’ But, the oddity runs<on, 
‘no other town in France is in Italy.’ Other 
rules are as quaint. It is resolved ‘that a 
Roman dress is thought necessary for the 
president of the society.’ I-can imagine that 
old rip, Sir Francis Dashwood, in it. They 
thought that ‘the properest dress to dignify 
the arch-master’ was ‘a long crimson taffeta 
robe full pleated with a rich ilungarian cap 
and a long Spanish toledo.’ The dress of the

secretary had to be nothing less than a re- 
production of that worn by Machiavelli. 
Walpole girded at the Dilettanti and in a 
letter to Horace Mann gave them a fearful 
blast: ‘The nominal qualification is having 
been in Italy, and the real one, being drunk;

Francis Dashwood, who were seldom sober 
the whole time they were in Italy.’ 

“That was in 1743. Long afterward there 
was an even worse blot upon the society than 
that left by wine-bibbing. he Dilettanti 
withheld their aid from Elgin in the historic 
campaign through which he brought the Par- 
thenon marbles to England, and Payne 
Knight, a powerful member, went out of his 
way to discredit them. But it is the very 
humanness of this episode, as well as the 
drinking-bouts, that somehow commends the 
society to my imagination. They were not 
pedantic amateurs, They iived and took 
works of art in their stride.’’

Hallows, only 23 years old, and a former 
soldier, fought hard for his life. 

In the witness box, he denied the story of 
the countryman Who told of meeting him on 
the Manchester road and of his talk of the 
broken suicide contract between ‘“‘him and 
his girl.’’ 

Hallows admitted that he had been the 
girl’s lover and that when she found he was 
unescapably married and her mother up- 
braided her for going with him she became 
despondent. 

On the night she chose to die, he said. she 
suggested that they walk out to Rhodes’ 
wood, where they had often held tryst. On 
the way out, she stopped in a chemist’s shop 
and bought mineral water, some _ writing 
paper and some chewing gum, he testified. 

They lingered in a moonlit lane in the 
wood for a long time, he continued. She did 
not seem to be in a hurry, as usually she was: 
It was he who suggested it was time to be 
getting home. 

“I want to write a few letters before we 
leave,’” he said she told him. Sitting on the 
edge of q little walk, she wrote by moonlight. 

“Suddenly she told me she was tired of 
our predicament and intended to end it,’’ he 
told the jury. 


“Until then there had been no talk of sui- 
cide. She told me to write some letters, too, 
and die with her. I tried to talk her out of 
the mood. I didn’t think she was as serious 
as she seemed. I wrote some letters to humor 
her and gain time.”’ 

The girl continued to write, he said, and to 
talk about their unhappiness. When she had 
finished, she took a vial from her pocket and 
poured some of the liquid in it into another 
bottle and offered it to him. 

“I tried to stop her,’’ he swore solemnly in 
court. ‘“‘But she was filled with a strange 
energy and unusual strength. In spite of al! 
I could do she drained the glass.”’ 


A few moments after drinking the poison, 
the prosecution and the prisoner agreed, the 
girl was dead. It was a virulent and a pain- 
ful death-potion she had brought to her Lov- 
ers’ Lane. 


After that, Hallows told the incredulous 
twelve in the jury box, he became frantic with 
remorse, anguish and fear. He said he could 
see himself blamed for the tragedy, and that 
he first tried to cut his throat and then drank 
some of the poison himself. 


He denied knowledge of making his way 
to the road back to Manchester or of .any 
meeting with anybody. The next he knew, 
he maintained, he was in a Manchester in- 
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‘‘Manufactured,”’ said Prosecutor Eastham, 
when he came to sum up. “Not even well 
thought out, I should say.”’ 

Then he put in evidence the letters found 
in Hallows’ possession when he was arrested. 
Some were written by Miss Wheeldon, some 
by Hallows himself. They proved beyond 
doubt, the prosecutor insisted, that the man 
and girl went there to die together and the 
nan lost his nerve. 

One was from Hallows to the mother of 
his sweetheart. It was signed and a passage 
in it read as follows: 

‘“‘l am sorry for the trouble I have caused 
you. Don’t blame any gone else. Forgive 
Kathleen. I made her love me. Don’t think 
we were mad for we were quite sane. 

‘Please forgive us for what we are doing, 
but Katie (his wife) is the cause of all this. 
If she had kept away it would have been all 
right, but she made a mess of it. I can not 
stand any more, for I love Kathleen Wheel- 
don better than life itself, so I have decided 
to end it all tonight.’’ 

“And the prisoner says that letter was 
written to humor the girl and to gain time,’’ 
mocked the prosecutor. 

Without waiting for the effect of its intro- 
duction to die away, he read a letter written 
by Hallows and addressed to his wife. The 
accused man abused her for refusing to free 
him and let him marry Kathleen. He said 
God might forgive her, but he never could. 
He ended with a mocking ‘‘Cheerio.” 

Those letters constituted damning testi- 
mony. Try as he would, the reasonably 
plausible defendant could not explain them 
away. 

The girl had written to her mother and to 
a former admirer, J. Washburne, of Kendal 
street, Bradford. The one to Washburne 
said: 

“Dear Jack—Please excuse the terrible 
scribble as it is growing dark. Well, Jack, 
this is the end of things for me. The fellow 
who is going with me is the man I love. He 
is married and they won’t let us alone, so we 
are going where we shall be at peace.”’ 

That to her mother was as follows: 

“IT am sorry, Mother, to have caused you so 
much trouble and anxiety, but I can’t help it. 
As I told you before, I love him, and I don’t 
think you ever could have parted us. Please 
do not think too badly of Bill and I, will you? 
Please excuse scribble, as it is getting dark. 
Kiss Louisa for me and give my love to every- 
body else. Your own baby, Kathleen,” 


Hallows made the best of a bad case while 
he was in the witness box. Standing erect, 
and giving his answers in clear, loud tones, 
he neither cringed nor begged for mercy. 

In the shadows in the rear of the court- 
room, his wife—-the Katie of his suicide note 
~-sniffed audibly and fainted when the judge 
put on the black cap. 


Not much time was taken up by the court 
in considering the love affair of the married 
former soldier and the schoolgirl. It was 
of a sort not so rare as it might be in these 
after-the-war days. 

They met on a street car, the prisoner 
said, sketching their romance briefly. She 
slipped getting off and he was beside her in a 
moment, hat in hand, helping her to regain

her footing. Well set up, good looking and 
vlib, the experienced man had little difficulty 
in making an impression upon the flattered 
girl. Before they parted, he had arranged 
for another meeting. 

There were many other such meetings, he 
adimitted. Some of them in the moonlit lane 
in the wood, where they had their last tryst 
of all. 

Mrs. Hallows, a fiery little woman with an 
uncertain disposition and the determination 
to hold that which was hers, was not long 
in finding out that she had arrival. For some 
nights she trailed him. It became necessary 
for him to get an obliging friend to act as @ 
go-between. Then, too, the friend was con- 
venient when it was necessary to explain to 
the Missus that the pretty little flapper he’d 
been seen with on his half-holiday was “Jim’s 
girl.’’

‘She is dead. Heis here. I ask that your 
verdict be guilty, and I ask that the sentence 
be death. 


The sentence was a popular one, despite 
the sympathy -with Bill Hallows’ wife and 
child. The people, who judge everything on 
sentiment, are glad a ‘‘welcher’”’ will get his 
deserts.

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The ‘‘Nansen refugee stamp’”’ has reached 
this country. It is shown in the accompany- 
ing illustrations. Printed separately in two 
languages, English and French, it is the first 
international stamp of any  character— 
whether revenue, postal or charity—-having 
as it does official backing of the 56 nations 
members of both the league of nations and 
the international labor organization at Ge- 
neva, Switzerland. The Nansen stamp was 
recently issued by the high commission for 
refugees of the league of nations, in conjunc- 
tion with the refugees section of the interna- 
tional labor office, from designs approved by 
the Swiss federal stamp office. 

In two colors (mauve and gold), perfo- 
rated, and bearing the likeness of the high 
commissioner for refugees, Dr. F. Nansen, the 
stamp is sold for 5 gold francs ($1.00) to 
Russian and Armenian refugees in various 
countries, except those without means, for 
placement on their identity cards or certif- 
icates. Such charge is made for the purpose 
of assisting in a Solution of the perplexing 
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problem of finding employment for 1,000,000 
Russian and Armenian refugees scattered 
over the northern hemisphere. For the 
refugees already placed it is an international 
tax upon them-for the support of interna- 
tional placement of their fellow refugees still 
without jobs and means. 

But 150,000 prints of the stamp were made. 
All copies remaining at the end of the pres- 
ent year will be called in at Geneva and a 
new design issued, thus insuring its rarity. 
About 100 copies each of both the English 
and French editions of the Nansen stamp 
have been received in this country and as 
long as the supply lasts individual copies or 
sets may be had, upon receipt of the price, by 
addressing the Washington branch of the 
International Labor Office, Lenox building, 
Washington, D. C. The proceeds of all sales 
will be transmitted to Geneva and used, as 
indicated above, for humanitarian purposes.

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Keeper, Grim Dog of a Grim Owner

Up in the bleakest corner of the bleak 


Yorkshire moors, the dreary little village of 
Haworth clings to its bare hillside. It is 
like a hundred other desolate hamlets on the 
same rather gloomy region; except that once 
it was the dwelling place of the Bronte sis- 
ters; three strange literary geniuses whose 
fame became worldwide. 

They were the-daughters of the local 
clergyman; a dour old chap whose life was 
soured by the drunkenness and early death 
of his only son, Bramwell. For the rest, old 
Bronte divided his time between. making his 
family miserable and betting on dog fights 
and watching with quizzical austereness over 
the sins of his congregation. 

I spent a few days at Haworth and visited 
the parsonage, long after the last of the 
Brontes died. That visit made me understand 
the gloominess of the three Bronte girls’ life 
and why they were so grim and shy and al- 
most abnormal. 

Charlotte Bronte is remembered best by 
her novel, “Jane Eyre.” Emily wrote one 
morose and_ egrippingly powerful book, 
“Wuthering Heights.’””’ Anne was the gent- 
lest of the trio. Emily was the grimmest and 
most unapproachable of them. 

The bulk of Emily’s affection was lavished 
en a gigantic dog, as grim and as forbidding 
as herself. His name was Keeper. He was 
half-mastiff, and half bulldog. In at least one 
of the Bronte books his character is drawn 
with wondrous skill. 

The man who gave Keeper to Emily Bronte 
gave him also a doubtful reputation by writ- 
ing to her the following account of the big 
dog: 

“Though he is faithful to the depths of his 
nature as long as he is with friends, yet who 
strikes him rouses the relentless nature of 
the brute who flies at such man’s throat, 
therewith, and holds him there until one or 
the other is at the point of death.” 

Emily knew little about dogs; and such a 
warning as came with Keeper would have 
scared a less grimly courageous woman than 
the pale and homely little Bronte genius. 
But she welcomed Keeper and set about to 
win his iove and confidence.

So sudden and so ferocious was her assault 
on him, and so fearless was it, that Keeper 
did not so much as try to defend himself from 
the beating. He stood snarling and growling, 
but making no move to attack her, while the 
stinging rain of frantic little fist blows as- 
sailed his shaggy head and face. 

When the beating was over, it was Emily 
herself who bathed and sponged his swollen 
face. Perhaps she realized that the mighty 
brute had purposely allowed her to punish 
him; through devotion to her and because he 
knew he could have killed her with entire 
ease. In any case, from that hour Emily and 
Keeper were perfect chums. 

She even undertook to teach him a single 
trick. This trick consisted in roaring furi- 
ously at any man who called at the parsonage 
and leaping at the guest’s throat.

An Investment in the Future. - 


Has it ever occurred to you to wonder 
where, when the ground is covered with 
snow, the wild things get their food? Man 
may exist for a long time on insufficient 


food. Some of the animals, notably those 
which are predatory, can exist for a con- 
siderable length of time with insufficient 
food. The wolf and the lynx are examples 
of this. But the feathered folk must eat 
often and well; otherwise they succumb in 
a surprisingly short time. 

Food has a dual purpose. 
heat and energy. Birds require a_ great 
amount of both. The result is they react 
very quickly to a shortage in the food sup- 
ply. Their digestion is exceedingly rapid. 
This is because the generated heat and en- 
ergy are used up so fast. In winter the bird 
lacking sufficient food soon becomes weak, 
and then, if it is not soon a victim to its 
predatory enemies, it is likely to freeze to 
déath. Birds found frozen to death are 
usually found with empty stomachs. 


It is to supply 


All of this is to suggest to you good folk 


that you give a thoughf to your feathered 
neighbors during these cold months and see 
that a supply of food is always available. 
Even you who live where severe weather is 
unknown will find that the birds will be 
grateful for aid through this period when 
food is least plentiful. But please don’t 
think that you are engaged in charity. Feed- 
ing the birds is one of the best investments 
I know of. It is an investment in both the 
present and the future, and the returns are 
big. - The immediate returns you will find in 
the enjoyment which the feathered friends 
will give yow as they flock to your feeding 
stations. At no time of the year is it so easy 
to get acquainted with these birds. Truly, 
the stomach leads to the heart. The chicka- 
dee is not long in coming to the hand that 
feeds it. The nuthatech will follow soon. 
Kven the bluejay, while seldom giving one 
his confidence to that extent, will feed on 
the window sill with confidence apparently 
born of knowledge that the pane of glass is 
ample insurance against harm from those 
who watch from within. 


Winter Foods. 


Insect-eating birds require something in 
the form of meat. 
tory than suet. This may be put through the 
food chopper and served thus, or large pieces 
may be fastened to tree trunks or branches 
or to a window shelf, where the birds can 
pick at it. Chickadees, nuthatches, wood- 
peckers, - bluejays, starlings—all these like 
suet, and all these like nut meats. Crushed 
raw peanuts are the most economical form of 
nut food. Then there are sunflower seeds. 
These are oily and nutritious. It is amazing 
how many of them the birds will get away 
with. For juncos, tree sparrows and other 
seed-eating birds canary seed, hemp and 
sweepings from the hay loft should be scat- 
tered on the ground. If the snow is deep, 
either clear a space for a feeding ground or 
tramp it down. This is preferable to clear- 
ing it. Bread crumbs are always taken 
eagerly. 
have an amazing liking for doughnuts. Hang 
a doughnut up and watch them pick at it. 


‘Usually they ,will take off the outside brown 


covering first. 

Here is a suggestion from Mrs. Arvid A. 
Lybeck, of Connecticut. Says she: ‘Through 
a half loaf of bread I threaded a string, shut- 
ting the window down on the ends of the 
string. This held the bread in place on the 
window sill during a severe snowstorm. All

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Where Are the Bats? 


The other evening I was called to the tele- 
phone to be informed that that morning a 
bat had been discovered in a house, and my 
informant was exceedingly anxious to know 
where that bat had come from. He had dis- 
covered the little fellow up over a window 
and, not knowing what it was, had knocked 
it down. The bat was awake. Now this 
man got the broom and swept poor little 
Flitter out into the snow. He didn’t dare 
touch this little harmless creature, and so 
swept him out, where undoubtedly the bat 
perished from cold. 

The same day I received a letter, as fol-

had been in bed but a short time when 
awakened by a knocking on the window 
shade. Much to our surprise, a bat was 
fiying in circles around the room, hitting the 
window shade on each circuit. How in the 
world did it get into the house, for the win- 
dows were shut tight and we live in a six- 
tenement block in the city?” Is it true that 
if a bat flies into one’s hair it is impossible 
to get it out without cutting the hair?”’ 

In each case it apparently was assumed 
that the bat had come into the house shortly 
before its discovery. The truth is that in all 
probability the little animal had entered in 
the late fall at about the time of the first 
really cold weather, had tucked himself away 
where he was not likely to be observed, and 
had been in a state of hibernation. The awak- 
ening perhaps had been due to more than the 
usual amount of heat in the room. Some 
bats migrate; others hibernate in buildings, 
caves and hollow trees. Of course, it would 
be most unpleasant to have a bat entangled in 
one’s hair, but it would be even more un- 
pleasant for the bat. There never has been 
more than the slightest danger that such a 
thing would happen, and now, in these days 
of the bob, this chance has been reduced to 
the vanishing point. 


The Driller of Trees. 


Possibly you have at one time or another 
noticed a tree which has been drilled with 
small holes close together and encircling the 
trunk of the tree in rings. The chances are 
that this is the work of the Yellow-bellied 
Sapsucker (Sphyrapicus varius).’ Sometimes 
it is the work of the little Downy Wood- 
pecker. Not infrequently considerable dam- 
age is done to the trees. The Yellow-bellied 
Sapsucker is actually accused of killing trees 
up in its northern range. due to the fact that 
it drills those holes so close together that 
the tree is girdled. The Sapsucker drills for 
sap. Apparently it has an insatiable appe- 
tite for sap. The Downey Woodpecker, on 
the other hand, drills for the cambium, or 
inner layer of the bark. Woodpeckers do not 
drill in live wood for insects. When you Tind 
these little holes you may know that the 
drillers have been after either sap or that 
inner layer of the bark. The Downey Wood- 
pecker is one of our most eful feathered 
citizens. The Yellow-bellied Sapsucker ap- 
pears to have less to his credit as an eco- 
nomic factor than other members of the 
Woodpecker family. 


A Versatile Robin. 


‘One morning in early April,’’ writes Jacob 
O. Rich, of New Hampshire, ‘‘about 5 o’clock 
I heard the sound of a Whip-poor-will. 
Knowing that this could not have come from 
the throat of that bird at such an early date, 
I hurriedly dressed and went out on the 
porch, In the top of a maple was a Robin, 
reproducing perfectly the notes of a Whip- 
poor-will, now and then interrupting him- 
self to give the usual morning song of the 
Robin. ‘This bird returned. for three suc- 
cessive seasons.”’ 

Apparently the power of mimicry is pos- 
sessed by individuals in the bird world, just 
as in the human world. Records of this sort 
are most interesting. 

A Naturalist’s Question Box.

kx. W. Buckmaster, of Massacl@setts, says: 
‘“Warly this month a neighbor caught a duck- 
shaped bird. The back and head were dull 
black, the wings white tipped. The under 
body to line of. wings and throat were whiie. 
The feet were webbed, the tail short, the bill 
pointed and the bird was about half the size 

of a native duck. What was it?’”’ 


Undoubtedly it was a Brunnich’s Murre. It 
appears that there has been an unusual flight 
of this species this year.

It was largely composed of white lime- 
stone, resembling marble, and is about 75 
feet long and 54 feet wide, the outer walls 
being built of very large blocks of stone. On 
the south side, facing the lake, it had three 
entrances. 
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The bases of the columns are still intact, 
though the pillars themselves have fallen. 
The latter was adorned with beautiful capi- 
tals and the lintels were profusely orna- 
mented. 


Among the ruins was discovered a large 
block of stone with a pot of manna carved on 
its face. It was, perhaps, this very picture 
that led Jesus to utter the memorable words, 
“Your fathers did eat manna in the wilder- 
ness.”’ 


On another stone there was a quaint de- 
sign in relief of what is believed to be a rep- 
resentation of the Ark of the Covenant. 


None of the stones of which the synagogue 
was built would appear to have been re- 
moved, and it has now been decided to re- 
construct it as it originally stood. Dr. Orfali, 
in fact, undertook to carry out this task, but 
his sudden death delayed the work. It has 
now been resumed, and in a short while tour- 
ist and scholar will be able to stand in the 
very building in which Christ addressed the 
people. 


The region around the site of Capernaum 
and the beautiful Lake of Galilee is most in- 
timately bound up with the life of Jesus. It 
was from this part of the Holy Land that the 
majority of His disciples came—the men who 
later started Christianity on its conquest of 
the Roman world. 


Many readers of the New Testament think 
that the disaster which centuries ago laid the 
great city of Capernaum in ruins was a ful- 
fillment of the prophecy Jesus made when He 
said: 

“And thou, Capernaum, which are exalted 
to heaven, shall be thrust down to hell.” 

Capernaum, it will” be remembered, was 
the city which rejected Jesus and His works.

Authors are notoriously critical and not 
infrequently jealous of one another’s achieve- 
ments. From time to time famous writers 
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OR more than 400 years the art critics 
F and art lovers of the world have tried 

to solve the riddle of Mona Lisa’s smile. 
Today they are more mystified than ever be- 
cause the lady smiles at them from two can- 
vases, each said to be the work of the mas- 
terful Leonardo da Vinci. 

One of these hangs in the historic Louvre 
in Paris, and the other has but recently come 
across the -sea to'the gallery of a New York 
dealer in rare objects of art. 

Which, if either, is the real Mona Lisa? Is 
the picture in the Louvre merely a clever 
copy of the priceless original that strangely 
disappeared from its place in 1911? Or did 
da Vinci paint two pictures of the lady with 
the strangely upsetting smile? 

The present controversy has led to a fresh 
and painstaking review of the confusing 
history of the Mona Lisa which da Vinci is 
supposed to have painted about 1500, with 
Lisa Gherardini, the wife of a rich Floren- 
tine, as a subject. 

Some stories relate that the great painter 
had a grand passion for the lady and that 
after months and months of sweet afternoons 
in his studio the portrait remained unfinish- 
ed. Also that the painting was delivered to 
the lady’s husband with much to be done on 
it, for he suspected a romance. 

Then there are other persistent legends 
which say that the painter, having been en- 
gaged by Francis I, King of France, to carry 
out certain ambitious engineering schemes, 
did a second likeness of the lady to please 
his royal employer’s fancy. And that, the 
lady being dead, he gave her a haunting ex- 
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pression of mouth and eye that was not hers 
in life. 

Whether Francis I got the one and origi- 
nal Mona Lisa, or whether his painting that 
was hung in the Louvre was a second canvas 
by Leonardo da Vinci, is a moot question. 

In 1911 the Mona Lisa that hung in the 
Louvre mysteriously disappeared. Some said 
that an Italian workman stole it and sold it 
to am art dealer in Florence. Others boldly 
acchagd the directors of the Louvre with re- 
moving it for reasons best known to them. 

When the famous painting was rehung in 
the Louvre in 1913, the recovery of the mas- 
terpiece was hailed with joy—until a short 
time ago when “a prominent art critic’ de- 
clared the picture was a forgery and that the 
real one was hidden in a Paris cellar. 

A frenzied search of the cellar brought no 
Mona Lisa to light and experts, after long ex- 
amination, pronounced the painting in the 
Louvre the one and only Mona Lisa. 

And now the arrival of “a real da Vinci 
Mona Lisa” in America further confounds 
the mystery. The Florentine lady’s enigma- 
tic smile seems more than ever to be asking, 
‘Well, can’t any of you solve the riddle?”
